‘VERVIEW: On April 7, 2016 Officer Michael Mellone #4249 and Sergeant Nathaniel Steger #4249 

sponded to a 911 call for service at 19" and Shotwell regarding a man in a “mentally altered” state who was 
swinging a knife. They approached the suspect who would later be identified as Luis Gongora. Officer 
Mellone gave commands to Mr. Gongora to put the knife down. Mr. Gongora began to comply with Officer 


Mellone’s commands. As they approached closer, Mr. Gongora then grabbed the knife. 


Officer Mellone 


quickly shot Mr. Gongora four times with a ERIW. Mr. Gongora, who was in a sitting position, then stood up 
and began running towards Sergeant Steger with the knife still in hand. Sergeant Steger and Officer Mellone 
then opened fire on Mr. Gongora with their firearms, striking him six times. Mr. Gongora expired from his 


gunshot wounds.

I never—I stopped going to the pub because I would just buy 
beers and the convenient store downstairs which is called Valmar 
where they put that new little park next to the U-Haul on 
Valencia right ace Valencia begins. 

So I would just go upstairs and just [unintelligible] so 


that’s my watering hole for really you know since 03 to 2012. So 
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I went there for everything until I met my girl and we became 
estranged and then they got homeless for whatever situations were 
going on at that time in the building. Everybody just started 
going in different directions at that point.

I think 
that’s where they’re saying drop it on the ground, 
drop it on the ground. 

He had a knife in his left hand and he started 
to leap towards the officers and the officer who 
had the shotgun shot at the homeless person several 
times and, um, this person did not stay down.

Thank you for your public records request of February 7, 2019. The request seeks records for 
certain police records under SB 1421 related to events that occurred before January 1, 2019. This letter 
advises you that the City is unable to respond to your public records request at this time. The Contra Costa 
County Superior Court has issued a temporary restraining order that prevents Antioch, along with several 

eo" cities, from producing the requested records while it considers the legal issue of whether the SB 1421 
legislation applies retroactively to records generate before its effective date. For your reference, a copy of 
the Court's order is attached. 


The City will retain your request for records under SB 1421 while the referenced litigation proceeds. Please 
note that it is possible the Superior Court may continue to prohibit Antioch (and the other cities) from 
producing any responsive records for several months, while it considers the case on the merits. It is also 
possible this prohibition may additionally be extended for a significant time if any parties choose to appeal 
the Superior Court's final decision. 


Once the City has received clear direction from the Superior Court (and any higher court) in the referenced 
litigation, the City will respond to your records request consistently with the final court order.

Officers shall promptly request a supervisor to respond to an incident that involves the following: 


1. A call of an armed person who appears to be suffering from a mental illness or is in an apparent 
altered mental status, or 

2: When on-viewing or arriving at the scene of a call and learning the incident involves an armed 
person who appears to be suffering from.a mental illness or is in an apparent altered mental 
status. 


The supervisor shall acknowledge the request on the radio, promptly respond to the scene and monitor 
the radio while en-route. Upon arrival at the scene, the supervisor shal! assume command of the 


incident. 


In such circumstances, if officers have reasonable cause to believe that the person suffering an 
apparent mental crisis is not a threat to any other person, the officers shall observe, maintain a 
safe distance, and attempt to stabilize the scene until the arrival of the supervisor who will assume 
command.

Response by Crisis Intervention Trained Officers 


Members of the SFPD respond to thousands of calls annually to assist people experiencing a 
mental health crisis. Nearly all such calls are handled successfully and without incident. As part 
of the Department's on-going commitment to providing outstanding police services to the 
consumers of mental health services, the SFPD has implemented a Crisis Intervention Team 
(CIT). Over two hundred first responder members have received CIT training in the last two 
years, CIT trained members can be identified by a gold CIT pin above their uniform nameplate 
and by a CIT designation in their HRMS special skills report. 


CIT trained members are experienced officers who have received specialized training related to 
mental illness, understating veterans mental health issues, stigma and resources available through 
the mental health provider community. CIT training includes content on techniques for dealing 
with mentally ill persons in crisis, including de-escalation techniques. 


The next phase of the CIT program involves dispatching CIT trained officers to specific calls for 
service where their special training can be utilized. The Communications Division of the 
Department of Emergency Management (DEM) has implemented call intake procedures 
designed to identify calls for service that involve mentally ill persons in crisis. Such calls will be 
designated as 800CR or 801CR (CR is DEM’s abbreviation for Crisis Intervention Team 
Response) by the dispatch call taker. In instances of these types of calls, DEM dispatchers will, 
whenever practicable, dispatch two officers assigned to the District of occurrence, one of whom 
is CIT trained. Under no circumstances will the absence of an available CIT trained officer 
delay the dispatch or response to a call regarding a mentally ill person in crisis. 


CIT trained members shall use the CAD disposition code CRT whenever they on-view or handle 
a call that involves a mentally ill person in crisis. Only CIT trained members shall use the CAD 

disposition code CRT. When a CIT trained officer on-views or arrives at the scene of a call and 

determines that the incident involves a mentally ill person in crises, the officer should update the 
CAD to reflect the nature of the call as soon as practicable.

This letter is intended to advise you regarding the Police Department's response to your 
public records request received by the City of Antioch (“City”) on February 7, 2019. 


As we advised previously, litigation was filed against the City to prevent the disclosure of 
records that were generated before, or described events that occurred before, January 1 of this 
year. This litigation was filed to contest whether the new public records legislation, SB 1421, 

pplies retroactively. Both the Superior Court and First District Court of Appeal have now rejected 
hat claim. The stay the courts previously ordered in this litigation was lifted at the close of 
business on March 19, 2019. As a result, this City plans to produce all relevant records in 
response to your request. 


The City is conducting a review of documents that may be responsive to your request. 
Processing your request requires City staff to search for, collect, and appropriately examine a 
voluminous amount of separate and distinct records that are demanded in a single request. We 
anticipate making the initial installment of records available to you within approximately two weeks 
of the date of this letter. Then, we will follow up with a separate letter advising you of our 
anticipated timeline for making subsequent installments of the records available. 


When the City makes the responsive records available to you, we will redact all information 
determined to be privileged or exempt from disclosure under Penal Code section 832.7, the CPRA, 
or other applicable law. These redactions will include, but not be limited to: 1) personal data or 
information, other than names and work related information, of any peace officers identified in the 
documents, 2) information necessary to preserve the anonymity of complainants or witnesses, 3) 
information necessary to protect confidential medical, financial, or other information of which 
disclosure is specifically prohibited by federal law or would cause an unwarranted invasion of 
personal privacy that clearly outweighs the public interest, and 4) any information for which there is 
a specific, articulable, and particularized reason to believe that disclosure of the record would pose 
a significant danger to the physical safety of the peace officer or another person.

‘VERVIEW: On April 7, 2016 Officer Michael Mellone #4249 and Sergeant Nathaniel Steger #4249 

sponded to a 911 call for service at 19" and Shotwell regarding a man in a “mentally altered” state who was 
swinging a knife. They approached the suspect who would later be identified as Luis Gongora. Officer 
Mellone gave commands to Mr. Gongora to put the knife down. Mr. Gongora began to comply with Officer 
Mellone’s commands. As they approached closer, Mr. Gongora then grabbed the knife. Officer Mellone 
quickly shot Mr. Gongora four times with a ERIW. Mr. Gongora, who was in a sitting position, then stood up 
and began running towards Sergeant Steger with the knife still in hand. Sergeant Steger and Officer Mellone 
then opened fire on Mr. Gongora with their firearms, striking him six times. Mr. Gongora expired from his 
gunshot wounds.

“It is critical that the death of John Visor be examined by an independent agency to 
uncover any foul play that might have occurred,” sald lawyer for the people Adante 
Pointer who has been working tirelessly on this case since the murder occurred, * Anytime 
someone dies like this we are suspicious about the circumstances given the implications 
his death may have against the Luis Gongora Pat case against the SFPD,” Pointer 
concluded. 


John was a poverty scholar, a street scholar who struggled with houselessness and the 
trauma that is lodged in our collective heads in this post-colonial gentrified streets of 
amerikkkian, in this case the stolen village of Yelamu (aka San Francisco ), where people 
like Luis were homeless because of gentrification and an extreme housing shortage. 


Myself, my sun and POOR Magazine extended family, artist and organizer Pear! Ubungen 
had the blessing of meeting john and Stephanie in April of 2016 within days of the 
murder of Mayan father, uncle Husband Luis Demetrio Gongora Pat as the tent cities 
surrounding his murder were being poLice harassed because the witnesses, like Luis, 
were unhoused,. POOR Magazine's village of houseless and formerly unhoused 
revolutionary reporters and advocates were called in to assist, advocate and do whatever 
needed to be done to support the witnesses and the unhoused community surrounding 
the murder. When we arrived on Shotwell near 19th street John and Stephanie were 
‘standing in front of their tent while two police officers singled them out, threatening 
them with tent and belonging removal if they didn't leave immediately, which of course 
was strange considering no other tents right around them were being targeted in the 
same way. 


Poverty skolaz at POOR Magazine who have all been unhoused ourselves and therefore 
know the nuanced trauma /drama of what needs to happen to support folks in these 
moments, began a process along with Pearl and her husband Ken Miller, advocate Laura

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Police brutality and homelessness collide in aftermath of San Francisco 
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killing 
‘The story of Luis Gongora, shot dead by police this week, reflects city’s twin crises and raises alarming questions about the official and witness 
accounts of the shooting

he moming after a homeless man in San Francisco was shot and killed by police, someone else had moved into his tent. “I can’t say nothing,” 
' | V she new occupant said before moving into the smal blue and grey tent on the sidewalk. “It's done?” 


‘The death of a homeless man on a busy California street is not uncommon. Neither, in a country in which 1,134 people died at the hands of law 
enforcement last year, are fatal police shootings. 


Yet the story of how 45-year-old Luis Gongora was killed this week, pieced together from friends and neighbors - both those who sleep in tents and 
others who have roofs over their heads - raises alarming questions. 


San Francisco police have released few details in a public relations campaign that appears intended to justify, before the completion of any 
investigation, the decision by two officers to shoot seven bullets from their .40-caliber service pistols. 


Many locals in the Mission district of the city knew Gongora merely as a friendly Latino man who was always kicking a soccer ball against a wall. 
One person who knew him alittle better was the homeless man who, less than 24 hours after Gongora’s shooting, was occupying his tent. 


Like Gongora, Javier Chab Dzul, 40, was from Mexico. Previously, he had been sleeping in another tent, on the same block, under the same giant Ficus 
trees that provide shade to around a dozen residents in tents. 


Dzul became homeless about a year ago. He spends much of his time painting the street and sidewalk with cheerful designs and flowers. His hands and 
clothes are splattered with paint. 


“He's my friend,” he said of Gongora, pointing out how the pair came from the same region of Mexico, “He’s Yucatecan too.” 
Dzul knew little else about Gongora’s background, though the two had lived mere yards apart for several months. 


The fact Dzul chose to occupy his friend’s tent so soon after he was shot dead by police should not, others said, be mistaken for callousness. “It doesn’t 
mean we don't care,” said Stephanie Grant, another resident of the encampment where Gongora lived and died. “That’s basically how the streets go.” 


‘He called me “hermano”’ 
Gongora was shot and Killed by two police officers on Thursday, shortly after 10.00am. 


Police say they were called to the scene by members of the city’s homeless outreach team who reported a “suspect waving a large kitchen knife”. Two 
of the responding officers opened fire - first with beanbag rounds and then with live ammunition. 


Shortly after the shooting, police chief Greg Suhr told reporters that after the initial volley of beanbag rounds, Gongora “charged” at the officers with 
the knife. The officers then opened fire with live rounds. 


‘That claim has been disputed by witnesses, including other residents of the encampment such as Grant and her partner John Visor, both witnesses to 
the incident. 


Gongora was transported to a local hospital where he was declared dead around 1pm. 
‘The shooting took place on Shotwell street, the same block as the homeless encampment where Gongora lived, 
A few minutes earlier, Gongora had been hanging out in the tent of his best friend, Markale Raybon. 


“can see his face in my head,” Raybon recalled Friday, as he sat in his tent - a bright orange shelter next to the one that used to be Gongora’s and has 
now been inherited by Dzul. 


Inside Raybon’s tent were crammed two collapsible lawn chairs, a child’s circus play tent, a shopping cart, a sleeping pad and bedding. A travel toiletry 
kit hung from the shopping cart. 


“We were just hanging out right here smoking pot, and then he walked up the street kicking the ball. The next thing I knew, I heard the throttle of a car, 
and then I heard someone shouting, and the shots.” 


Raybon sipped on a soda that another member of the encampment brought him from Burger King. Moments later, recalling his friend, he wept. 


“He was my brother, He called me ‘hermano’.” The pair would help each other out, sharing whatever food or money they managed to come by. “It was 
half down the middle with everything.” 


Raybon recalled once seeing Gongora standing on the sidewalk seemingly shouting to himself. He thought his friend had gone “crazy” until he 
approached close enough to realize that Gongora was using an earpiece to talk on the phone. 


‘That was when Raybon learned that Gongora had childrenwith whom he stayed in touch. In the 24 hours since his death, the homeless residents have 
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been trying to join the threads that might help them track down their friend's surviving relatives, but in the absence of resources they have been 
clutching at snippets of memory. 


Grant remembered Gongora also had two brothers and an ex-wife living in San Francisco. She said she thought his brothers were living in housing 
somewhere, and that the ex-wife was homeless and “lives over by the freeway”, but she could not be sure. ee 


‘Ididn’t even know his name’ 

Another of Gongora’s neighbors was a 47-year-old documentary filmmaker named S Smith Patrick, who has lived in a second-floor loft on Shotwell 
street for 14 years, In all that time, the homeless encampment has been “a permanent fixture”, she said, although the number of temporary residents 
ebbs and flows. 


Patrick is heavily pregnant, and lives in the apartment with her partner and six-year-old son. 


The presence of a homeless encampment outside their door hasn’t been too much of a bother to the family. Once, she thought someone from the 
encampment had stolen her bicycle, but when she confronted them, they assured her that they knew her and wouldn't steal from her. They also 
offered her some of their bike parts. 


“We never had a problem with him,” Smith said of Gongora. She recalled how her young son would sometimes practice the Spanish he learned in class 
with the homeless man. 


But the acquaintance with the man who kicked the soccer ball against the wall only went so far. “I didn’t even know his name,” she said. 
Smith's block of Shotwell street is a cross-section of San Francisco's contradictions. 


In the short stretch of road there are remnants of the Mission district's old industries - a warehouse, a utility company parking lot, an auto body shop. 
‘There are residential lofts inhabited by artists and young families like Smith's. There are tech company startup offices and construction crews 
converting former lofts into additional office space. And there are the homeless. 


Other occupants of the block’s homes and businesses shared similar stories of the soccer-ball kicking homeless man they saw everyday. 


“We had interacted with him,” said a neighbor who lives in the same building as Patrick and asked not to be identified. “He was a really decent fellow, 
not violent. We never worried about him.” 


“My husband kicked a ball back to him the day before it happened,” a woman who works at one of the offices on the street said Friday morning. She 
had just finished writing a message on the makeshift memorial that has been erected at the site of Gongora’s death. “Ihad a good cry this morning,” 


San Francisco’s mayor Ed Lee, who has struggled to cope with both the claims of police brutality in the city and the issue of homelessness, said on 
Friday that Shotwell street’s tents would be taken down, 


“Once the various investigations have finished collecting evidence and completed their interviews of witnesses, I will be ordering the Shotwell camp to 
be taken down and for it not to come back,” he told the San Francisco Chronicle. “When it comes to public safety, I’m niot going to compromise with 
these camps.” 


By no stretch of the imagination 


Earlier Friday, San Francisco police officials convened a press conference to reiterate their claims that Gongora had “charged” at the police officers who 
killed him with a knife. 


Commander Greg McEachern reportedly said that one witness “saw the suspect stand up and lunge at the officers”, and that another said that Gongora 
“rose up with a knife in hand and ran toward the officers”. 


Police also presented reporters with a photograph of the 13-inch butcher knife they said Gongora was carrying. 


‘The San Francisco police department has faced intense criticism since December, when five police officers shot and killed 26-year-old Mario Woods, 
another man allegedly armed with a knife, Bystander video of that shooting appeared to contradict the police claim that Woods raised the knife toward 
one of the officers before the group opened fire. 


The Woods shooting remains under investigation, and the police commission has initiated a process to update the department's use-of-force policy. 


‘The police department's insistence that Gongora “charged” at the officers with a knife has already prompted several witnesses to come forward to. 
challenge that account. 


Patrick, the woman who lived opposite Gongora’s tent, and whose six-year-old son occasionally spoke with him in Spanish, is the latest to contradict 
the police's version of events. 


Her account, one of several provided to the Guardian, all of whom have contradicted the police’s account, could be the most significant to date. Patrick 
saw the shooting from her apartment window, where she had an unobstructed view of the incident as it unfolded directly across the street. 


“He never charged them, There’s no way they were going to get hurt from the knife,” she said, adding that she is “enraged” by the police department's 
version of events. 


Patrick posted a widely shared account of the incident on social media network Nextdoor.com shortly after the shooting, However, she said she began 
to doubt herself after reading news reports that quoted police chief Greg Suhr saying that Gongora had moved toward the officers with a knife. 


Patrick said she assumed that Gongora had threatened the police further down the street, before she looked out the window, She assumed she must 
have seen an incomplete segment of the incident. feed 


But she changed her mind Friday after viewing surveillance video obtained by the San Francisco Chronicle. The video shows the police cruisers arriving 
on the scene and provides audio of the gunfire, which began just 30 seconds after the officers exited their cars. 


‘The footage did not show the shooting itself, but it was enough to convince Patrick that she had witnessed the incident in its entirety. 
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Patrick said that she was sitting at one of four windows in her apartment when she heard someone shout, “Get on the ground.” She ran to the next 
window and saw Gongora. 


a “He was on the ground, crouched with his head between his knees,” she said. 


She saw two police officers standing about 20 or 30 feet from Gongora, one carrying what looked like a rifle and the other with his hand at his belt. She 
heard two shots fired from the rifle - a less-lethal weapon that fires beanbag pellets - and then “live ammunition” being fired concurrently with 
additional beanbag rounds. 


Patrick said she could differentiate the different types of ammunition because of her experience working as a film-maker in the West Bank. 


“He didn't get up until they were shooting,” she said, “I would by no stretch of the imagination say that he was charging them. His body was recoiling 
from bullets.” 


Patrick said that the police officers were moving “parallel” to the street, toward Gongora, but that once he stood up, he was moving “perpendicular” ~ 
as if to cross the street - until he fell, “It was after he was shot several times that the knife kind of fell from his body. I don’t know if it came from his 
hand or his pocket, but he was never like this to somebody,” Smith said, miming holding a knife up as if to threaten someone. 

She added: “It’s like they came out shooting. It’s complete bullshit what’s happening, There’s no way that somebody deserved to lose their life.” 


Patrick's account of the shooting fills in key details that are missing from the surveillance video, which does not show the police officers while they 
were shooting or any view of Gongora. 


It also corresponds with the account of another neighbor who said that he saw the entire incident from his kitchen window, also across the street, 
“Lwatched the whole thing. It was absolutely fucking terrible,” said the neighbor, who asked to remain anonymous out of fear of police retaliation, “I 
was at the kitchen window and it all started. They shot him with the bean bag, and he turned to block the shots and gestured, like, ‘What the fuck?” 
And that’s when they shot him.” 


‘The neighbor added: “He was not really threatening, He wasn’t running at them with a knife or anything like that. They just jumped right out and 20 
seconds later he was dead.” 


Last rites 
On Friday morning, Gongora’s friend, Stephanie Grant, sat in the large blue tent steps from where Luis Gongora’s blood is still visible on the sidewalk. 


She was exhausted, She too is pregnant, due to give birth on 1 June, and the events of the previous day - witnessing her friend’s killing, recounting the 
tale to police and journalists - had been overwhelming. 


But Grant is determined to tracked Gongora’s family members so that his body can be released from the morgue. 


@& The rituals we use to mark the end of a life seemed far out of reach for Gongora’s friends. The people who knew him best have no legal right to claim his 
body. Even if they could, they have no money to pay for his burial. 


A priest from the neighborhood has offered to set up a fundraiser, and Grant said she hopes that will make the difference. 


“People won’t give money to us because they'll think we'll just steal it,” she said. “We're not like that. It would mean a lot to me if he had a proper 
memorial.”

LUIS GONGORA PAT 


Last night, eighteen (by other estimates. twenty-five and anew count 
23) protesters were arrested for occupying City Hall carrying the 
demands of the #FriscoS for Ed Lee to be accountable and fire Chief Suhr. 
The FriscoS are five native or lifelong San Franciscans, Latino and African- 
Americans, who went on hunger strike following the killing of Luis 
Géngora Pat. The hunger strike started on April 22nd in front of the 


Mission Police Station. It was the killing of Luis that broke the camel's 
back, and triggered these community members to take an active and 
extreme stance to force the Mayor's hand by calling for the removal of 
Chief Greg Suhr. A movement developed around the Frisco 5 that 
culminated in an action of civil disobedience by supporters last night to 
keep City Hall open until their demand was met. This movement is now 
being called the Frisco 500. 


Before the hunger strike, the family of Luis Géngora Pat had already 
begun a harrowing journey of being pitted against systems and borders 
after his death. They have lost wages, sleep and all their peace of mind, as 
they navigated press requests, met with the Mexican Consulate to 
repatriate the body and pressure for a federal investigation, educated 
themselves about criminal versus civil procedures, informed the widow 
and three children of Luis in Yucatan, coordinated with Arnoldo Casillas (a 


civil trial attorney called-in by the Consulate to preserve evidence

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including an independent autopsy); organized a wake in San Francisco and 
a funeral in Teabo, Yucatan, met with San Francisco City supervisors John 
Avalos and David Campos, grappled with fear of retaliation by police 
against their families, suffered illness and injury that accompanied their 
grief, and made a humble first public appearance at the #Frisco5 hunger 
strike a week ago. The family in San Francisco and Teabo have been to hell 
and back in the last month. Today is their first moment of mourning with 
community at the site of Luis's killing. 


Luis's family is clear that they will fight with Mayan courage for the 
honor of their fallen cousin and brother. For them, the disgraceful 
killing of their brother and cousin by SFPD requires not only 
accountability, but restoration for harm done to the Mayan honor of Luis 


with an unjust and untimely death. 


According to writer and race educator Karen Fleshman, Luis's death is the 
twenty-first killing by SFPD officers since Greg Suhr came into office 
and the eleventh killing by SFPD officers since 2014. Of those eleven 
killings, four have become salient causes due to higher profile community 
organizing: Justice for Alex Nieto, Justice for Amilcar Perez-Lopez, 
dustice for Mario Woods, and now, Justice for Luis Gongora Pat. Three 
of those killings took place in the Mission District and Bernal Heights,

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traditional Latino working class neighborhoods of San Francisco. Two of 
those killings were of Mayan day laborers, one from Guatemala (Amilcar), 
the other from Mexico (Luis). The other two were native San Franciscans, 
a Latino (Alex Nieto) and a native African-American man (Mario Woods) 
from Bayview/Hunter's Point. 


According to the SFPD Internal Affairs Division's “Summary of Officer 
Involved Shootings Since 2000" from May 2014, since 2000, 97 SFPD 
officer-involved shootings occurred, resulting in 33 deaths and 35 people 
being injured. The Internal Affairs Division memo reported that in every 
case where someone was killed in an SFPD officer-involved shooting, the 
officers were found to have acted within policy. On March 11, 2016, a jury 
handed down a verdict that also exonerated the killers of Alex Nieto from 
wrongdoing. Previously, in 2015, D.A. Gascén had determined that 
officers had acted within policy in the Alex Nieto shooting, and he would 
not press charges. 


For weeks now, community members have been expecting D.A. George 
Gasc6n to make an announcement as to whether he will charge officers in 
the killing of Guatemalan Mayan Chorti indigenous day laborer, Amilcar 
Perez Lopez. A recent joint report by KQED-El Tecolote covered first 
hand the witness report that contradicts SFPD's narrative. His 
announcement is delayed in the context of the Frisco 5 hunger strike and 
rising anger from supporters at City Hall for inaction to end police 
impunity. 


The fact that there are no consequences—ever— for officers means that 
the legal framework is structured to impede accountability in all cases. In 
other words, itis structured to sustain impunity in police killings. For this 
reason, the Justice 4 Alex Nieto Coalition now joined by Justice 4 Amilcar 
Perez Lopez and Justice 4 Luis Géngora Pat are demanding deep 
structural reform to guarantee fair and independent investigations and 
radically increase transparency and accountability in cases of serious 
bodily injury and misconduct by police. 


The killings of these past few years have happened in a broader context of 
heightened conflict over traditional working class families being pushed 
out of the City by gentrification. The death of Alex Nieto was the first 
moment of awareness that gentrification can kill when police protect 
white fear and property over minority resident lives. 


The death of Luis Géngora Pat sheds light not only on a housing crisis, but 
an increasing crisis of homelessness and lack of resources to address 
rising inequality. The month of April once again broke real estate 
records for median pricing on San Francisco homes. Luis Géngora Pat 
was in fact on the street due to landlord harassment that led him and his 
brother to abandon their tiny rental room.

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Police Do Some Retraining, Experts Say More Needed

Among those who work within and around the San Francisco Police Department, several say Police Chief Greg 
‘Suhr — whom five hunger strikers camped out at Mission Station want to unseat ~ is trying to retrain officers and 
reduce the use of deadly force. But they agree that more needs to be done, and one of the experts involved in 
retraining was sharply critical of the Luis Gongora shooting, which occurred after the retraining, 


Message Received 


“T think that he’s in a position where he has got to act and he’s gotta do something more than what he's doing now. 
‘And I think he realizes that,” said Public Defender Jeff Adach: got to reach the point where he’s got to be able 
to tell people, ‘Mario Woods’ shooting never should have happened.” And from my talks with him, I think he 
believes that - 1 think if he was there and he got called to the scene, he'd be like, ‘No! Don't do that!” 


David Elliott Lewis, who has been working full-time to make officers de-escalate situations and roll back the use of 
force, said he has been training police officers in crisis intervention practices for two years now. He is also the 
secretary of the Mental Health Board at City College of San Francisco as well as a board member of the National, 
Alliance on Mental Illness, 


Lewis noted that Suhr has issued bulletins regarding the use of deadly force directing officers not to fire on a 
suspect with a knife if nobody else is immediately in danger. 


But in the most recent police shooting, part of what sparked the hunger strike at Mission Station calling for Subr's 
resignation, Lewis’ stritly-personal opinion is that Gongora’s shooting was “a total disaster.” 


“No, that’s not what we train, and as a trainer I'm disheartened and depressed and dispirited that this happened. I'd 
like to believe that this is a rare exception,” Lewis said. “Every day there's about go CIT calls that people rapidly talk 


Moreover, he said, in the twice-annual firearm re-certification mandatory for every police officer, Suhr has made 
changes. Officers aren't just tested for whether they can hit a target 80 percent of the time, but get reminders about 
situations where de-escalation might be more appropriate than force. Their targets, too, have changed, 


“[Before], when the target turned, every time, they had to fire. Now, when the target tums, they have to make a 
decision whether the person in the image is a threat or not. They've never had to do that before,” Lewis said. “Chief 
‘Suhr came up with that under alot of pressure.” 


According to Lewis, the chief has also eliminated so-called sympathetic fire, when officers open fire after their 
partners begin shooting, Officers are now barred from firing at a suspect unless they themselves are in danger. 


Controversy over the conduct of police officers and their chief has inspired a two-week bunger strike at the Mission 
District police station. 


‘The demand to fire Suhr has developed out of protests and activism sparked by four shootings of men of color at, 
the hands of San Francisco police officers in the past two years, Although the officers who shot Alex Nieto did face 
« civil trial and were exonerated, the District Attorney has not brought criminal charges in any of the shooting 
cases, 


‘Two separate investigations into officers’ misconduct have also revealed exchanges of text messages between 
officers that use racist and homophobic language. 


{6847686.php) paint a grim picture of the disproportionate enforcement of the law against people of color. Last 
year, a study showed that black people were more than seven times as likely to be arrested than white people in 
2013, a disparity that had only widened in San Francisco as it narrowed elsewhere, 


For years, activists have organized marches, written letters, commented at public meetings, held vigils, and 
‘organized even more marches. They wanted Subr fired, the officers involved in the shoctings charged with murder, 
and an independent investigation of the police department's practices. 


‘They continue to feel largely ignored and disenfranchised by officials saying that at town ball meetings, a 
‘grave-faced Suhr listens, but responds with boilerplate language. 


But Lewis noted that some police practices have already started to change. 


“The new rule is you can only fire twice and then you have to re-assess, I noticed that Luis Gongora (was] only hit 
seven times, In the old system, he would have been hit 20 times or more, But the fact that seven rounds were fired

Imperfect System 


Lewis said the crisis-intervention training program trained some 100 officers, the entire body of specialist and 
tactical officers, in April. So far, more than 400 officers have received the training, 


Crisis Intervention Training is 4 40-hour intensive program involving role play scenarios and instruction from, 
experts in urgent care, the Public Defender's Office, behavioral health court, and verbal de-»scalation, 


“I'm a consumer with my own experiences with mental health challenges about how to relate to people like me,” 
Lewis said, More than a decade ago, the death of his parents, a divorce and sudden bankruptey sent him into 
severe depression and triggered anxiety disorders, which eventually landed him on the streets, 


‘The training has boiled down to three main tenets: Officers who encounter someone in crisis should create 
distance, time, and rapport. Approach slowly, Keep enough of distance from a knife-wielding person that they are 
Jess likely to become a threat, Talk with the person, but wait for responses and use silence effectively, 


Had officers followed their crisis intervention training in their encounter with Gongora, Lewis said, the officers 
‘would have contained a perimeter around him, approached slowly, and started a conversation by speaking with the 
‘suspect and waiting for a response ~ not by firing bean bag rounds, 


‘Sul, for every Gongora, there are dozens of other individuals who encounter officers whose names are never made 
public because nothing happens, 


“Every day there's about go CIT calls that people rapidly talk down,” Lewis said. “Success stories where police do 
successfully de-escalate don't seem to be as newsworthy.” 


Challenges Ahead 


Discussing an association test that searches for implicit biases, Adachi is the first to admit that most will find they 
have them, 


“Ttook the test myself and saw that, yes, I have biases,” he said at a forum on police accountability on Tuesday 
night ~ one which Subr had been expected to participate in, but was absent from due to “security concerns.” 


In the police department, Adachi said, the problem is culture, He refuses to belicve the racist text message scandals 
were isolated incidents. 


“We are talking about a culture in the police department that allows racism to happen,” Adachi said, comparing it to 
the culture of early Nazi Germany. “A culture where officers feel free to not only engage in this kind of dialogue, 
but to act on it.” 


An experiment with judges given identical cases with black or white mug shots attached, Adachi said, found that 
judges overwhelmingly gave tougher sentences and set higher bail for black mugshots ~ but that they would 
self-correct for that bias once it was pointed out and they were monitored. Still, the effect is short-lived. 


“What the research shows is that that works, but you have to continually reinforce it. In other words it doesn't 
last,” he said, “You constantly have to be reminded and that's why the training and the exercises” 


‘Adachi connected racism and implicit biases to a lack of empathy with unfamiliar groups of people, and suggested 
requiring police officers form relationships with the people in the communities that they police. 


Crisis Intervention Training and the department's use-of-force policies also have room to improve, 


“We need to go beyond just training and fully operationalize,” he said. "We need a new use of foree policy that’s 
being crafted now.” 


‘The department's current use-of-foree policy, Adachi said, allows officers to apply force when they deem it 
reasonable, Critics want that language changed to using the minimal amount of force necessary ~ a change 
supported, but not finally adopted, at a Police Commission meeting on Wednesday night.

Markael Raybond — another homeless resident of the encampment — said the police also told him 
to move from the area and threatened arrest if his tent was not gone from the block by daybreak. 


Raybond also said the police kicked and shattered candles near his tent meant to memorialize 
Gongora, a good friend of Raybond. 


“They kicked the tent and broke the candles, saying ‘Get out, get out, SFPD. If you don’t get out 
we'll take you to jail,” he said. 


Others had no warning. Adriana Camarena — a local activist who filmed the encounter — said 
some residents left the encampment when police arrived and that the police proceeded to 
dismantle the empty tents.

@. was those tents, I believe it was three tents, that had been bashed,” Camarena said. Camarena 
saw at least three officers poking through tents alongside a city worker in a neon yellow vest, and 
said police exposed residents’ belongings to the rain. “There were people left without shelter that 
night and it was still raining.” 


The police department did not immediately return requests for comment on the search. 
Shelter for Residents a Political Maneuver 


On Monday, a Department of Public Health employee who wished to remain anonymous said the 
city artificially prioritized residents from the Shotwell Street encampment for city shelter. The 
change granted the Shotwell Street homeless residents access to the Navigation Center meant for 
another Mission District encampment that was next for intake. 


The employee said the homeless outreach team — which helps move people into the Navigation 
Center — was hoping to move an encampment on Cesar Chavez Street to the center but that those 
spots were instead taken by those living on Shotwell Street. 


“Some of us are very upset that this sneaky, silent backdoor business is happening and putting 
ther folks out of service,” the employee said, adding that “those [spots] were supposed to go to 
people who were in higher need.” 
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That contradicts statements made on Friday when Rachel Gordon, a spokesperson for the 
Department of Public Works, said the outreach team had been working specifically with the 
Shotwell Street encampment to get them to the Navigation Center since before the shooting. 


According to the anonymous Department of Public Health employee, the outreach team had 
indeed been at the Shotwell Street encampment the day of the shooting, but not to move residents 
to the Navigation Center. They were called there because Grant — the eyewitness to the shooting 
— is seven months pregnant. 


It was then that members of the outreach team noticed Gongora had a knife and called the police. 


“The first HOT team person on the scene noticed he had a knife, didn’t feel comfortable about the 
situation, called other members of the HOT team, and they decided to call the police,” said the 
employee. 


Members of the outreach team have become hesitant to call the police in the aftermath of the 
shooting, the employee added. 


“I don’t think we'll be doing that anymore,” the employee said. Members of the team, the 
employee said, “will definitely be wary of calling the police in the future, especially on homeless 
folks.” 


Rachel Kagan, a spokesperson for the Department of Public Health, said she was not aware of the 
Cesar Chavez encampment being scheduled before the Shotwell Street one but said homeless 
residents of Shotwell Street were in need of shelter. 


“Everyone in that area had just had a horrible experience, so we needed to move quickly to 
improve the situation for everyone involved,” she said. 


Crackdown on Homeless Encampments 


The late-night visits Friday and Saturday nights followed comments made by Mayor Ed Lee 


(http://www. sfchronicle,com/bayarea/matier-ross/article/SF-mayor-plans-crackdown-on- 
homeless-camps-7238291.php)to the Chronicle on Friday that he would crack down on homeless 
encampments city-wide for public safety, starting with the Shotwell Street camp. 


“I will be ordering the Shotwell camp to be taken down and for it not to come back,” he told the 
Chronicle. 


That move was backed by Supervisor Scott Wiener, who wrote in a Facebook post 
(https: //www, facebook.com/ScottWiener2/posts/10153366716131968) that the shooting “raises 


the issue of weapons in these encampments” and said “it’s time for firm action and a clear 
statement that tents are not part of our housing policy.” 
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Not all were so supportive. Supervisor David Campos said the mayor’s comments were a “knee- 
jerk” reaction that amounted amounted to “playing whack-a-mole” with encampments. He said 
eo should instead focus on reform of the police department's use-of-force policy. 


“Tt doesn’t make any sense that the response of a mayor to the killing of a homeless person by 
police is to crack down even more on homeless people,” he said. “If anything it will probably make 


things worse.” 


Back on Shotwell Street, residents are exhausted. Grant said the late-night visits from city staff 
and multiple interview requests from reporters since the shooting have worn her out. 


“I am done with this whole situation,” she said. “I can’t take it anymore.” 
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The way this is being handled, I'm inclined to believe the the statement by the Department of Health Worker that as 
a political coverup this camp was jumped the line.

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@ Police brutality and homelessness collide in aftermath of San Francisco 
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killing 
The story of Luis Gongora, shot dead by police this week, reflects city’s twin crises and raises alarming questions about the official and witness 
accounts of the shooting

he moming after a homeless man in San Francisco was shot and killed by police, someone else had moved into his tent. “I can’t say nothing,” 
| the new occupant said before moving into the small blue and grey tent on the sidewalk. “It’s done.” 


‘The death of a homeless man on a busy California street is not uncommon. Neither, in a country in which 1,134 people died at the hands of law 
enforcement last year, are fatal police shootings. 


Yet the story of how 45-year-old Luis Gongora was killed this week, pieced together from friends and neighbors - both those who sleep in tents and 
others who have roofs over their heads - raises alarming questions. 


‘San Francisco police have released few details in a public relations campaign that appears intended to justify, before the completion of any 
investigation, the decision by two officers to shoot seven bullets from their .40-caliber service pistols. 


Many locals in the Mission district of the city knew Gongora merely as a friendly Latino man who was always kicking a soccer ball against a wall. 
One person who knew him alittle better was the homeless man who, less than 24 hours after Gongora’s shooting, was occupying his tent. 


Like Gongora, Javier Chab Dzul, 40, was from Mexico. Previously, he had been sleeping in another tent, on the same block, under the same giant Ficus 
trees that provide shade to around a dozen residents in tents. 


Dzul became homeless about a year ago. He spends much of his time painting the street and sidewalk with cheerful designs and flowers. His hands and 
clothes are splattered with paint. 


“He’s my friend,” he said of Gongora, pointing out how the pair came from the same region of Mexico, “He's Yucatecan too.” 
Dzul knew little else about Gongora’s background, though the two had lived mere yards apart for several months. 


The fact Dzul chose to occupy his friend’s tent so soon after he was shot dead by police should not, others said, be mistaken for callousness. “It doesn’t 
mean we don't care,” said Stephanie Grant, another resident of the encampment where Gongora lived and died. “That’s basically how the streets go.” 


‘He called me “hermano”’ 
Gongora was shot and killed by two police officers on Thursday, shortly after 10.00am. 


Police say they were called to the scene by members of the city’s homeless outreach team who reported a “suspect waving a large kitchen knife”. Two 
of the responding officers opened fire - first with beanbag rounds and then with live ammunition, 


Shortly after the shooting, police chief Greg Suhr told reporters that after the initial volley of beanbag rounds, Gongora “charged” at the officers with 
the knife, The officers then opened fire with live rounds. 


‘That claim has been disputed by witnesses, including other residents of the encampment such as Grant and her partner John Visor, both witnesses to 
the incident. 


Gongora was transported to a local hospital where he was declared dead around 1pm. 
‘The shooting took place on Shotwell street, the same block as the homeless encampment where Gongora lived. 
A few minutes earlier, Gongora had been hanging out in the tent of his best friend, Markale Raybon. 


“can see his face in my head,” Raybon recalled Friday, as he sat in his tent - a bright orange shelter next to the one that used to be Gongora’s and has 
now been inherited by Dzul. 


Inside Raybon's tent were crammed two collapsible lawn chairs, a child’s circus play tent, a shopping cart, a sleeping pad and bedding. A travel toiletry 
kit hung from the shopping cart. 


“We were just hanging out right here smoking pot, and then he walked up the street kicking the ball. The next thing I knew, heard the throttle of a car, 
and then [heard someone shouting, and the shots.” 


Raybon sipped on a soda that another member of the encampment brought him from Burger King. Moments later, recalling his friend, he wept. 


“He was my brother. He called me ‘hermano’.” The pair would help each other out, sharing whatever food or money they managed to come by. “It was 
half down the middle with everything.” 


Raybon recalled once seeing Gongora standing on the sidewalk seemingly shouting to himself. He thought his friend had gone “crazy” until he 
approached close enough to realize that Gongora was using an earpiece totalk on the phone. 


‘That was when Raybon learned that Gongora had childrenwith whom he stayed in touch. In the 24 hours since his death, the homeless residents have 
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been trying to join the threads that might help them track down their friend's surviving relatives, but in the absence of resources they have been 
clutching at snippets of memory. 


Grant remembered Gongora also had two brothers and an ex-wife living in San Francisco. She said she thought his brothers were living in housing 
somewhere, and that the ex-wife was homeless and “lives over by the freeway”, but she could not be sure. r ] 


‘Ididn’t even know his name’ 


Another of Gongora’s neighbors was 
that time, the homeless encampment has been “a permanent fixture”, she said, although the number of temporary residents 
ebbs and flows. 


Patrick is heavily pregnant, and lives in the apartment with her partner and six-year-old son. 


‘The presence of a homeless encampment outside their door hasn’t been too much of a bother to the family. Once, she thought someone from the 
encampment had stolen her bicycle, but when she confronted them, they assured her that they knew her and wouldn’t steal from her. They also 
offered her some of their bike parts. 


“We never had a problem with him,” Smith said of Gongora. She recalled how her young son would sometimes practice the Spanish he learned in class 
with the homeless man. 


But the acquaintance with the man who kicked the soccer ball against the wall only went so far, “I didn’t even know his name,” she said. 
Smith's block of Shotwell street is a cross-section of San Francisco’s contradictions. 


In the short stretch of road there are remnants of the Mission district’s old industries - a warehouse, a utility company parking lot, an auto body shop. 
There are residential lofts inhabited by artists and young families like Smith's. There are tech company startup offices and construction crews 
converting former lofts into additional office space, And there are the homeless. 


Other occupants of the block's homes and businesses shared similar stories of the soccer-ball kicking homeless man they saw everyday. 


“We had interacted with him,” said a neighbor who lives in the same building as Patrick and asked not to be identified. “He was a really decent fellow, 
not violent. We never worried about him." 


“My husband kicked a ball back to him the day before it happened,” a woman who works at one of the offices on the street said Friday morning, She 
had just finished writing a message on the makeshift memorial that has been erected at the site of Gongora’s death. “I had a good cry this morning.” 


San Francisco’s mayor Ed Lee, who has struggled to cope with both the claims of police brutality in the city and the issue of homelessness, said on 
Friday that Shotwell street’s tents would be taken down. 


“Once the various investigations have finished collecting evidence and completed their interviews of witnesses, I will be ordering the Shotwell camp to 
be taken down and for it not to come back,” he told the San Francisco Chronicle. “When it comes to public safety, I'm not going to compromise with e 
these camps.” 


By nostretch of the imagination 
Earlier Friday, San Francisco police officials convened a press conference to reiterate their claims that Gongora had “charged” at the police officers who 
Killed him with a knife. 


Commander Greg McEacher reportedly said that one witness “saw the suspect stand up and lunge at the officers”, and that another said that Gongora 
“rose up with a knife in hand and ran toward the officers”. 


Police also presented reporters with a photograph of the 13-inch butcher knife they said Gongora was carrying. 


‘The San Francisco police department has faced intense criticism since December, when five police officers shot and Killed 26-year-old Mario Woods, 
another man allegedly armed with a knife. Bystander video of that shooting appeared to contradict the police claim that Woods raised the knife toward 
one of the officers before the group opened fire. 


‘The Woods shooting remains under investigation, and the police commission has initiated a process to update the department's use-of-force policy. 


The police department's insistence that Gongora “charged” at the officers with a knife has already prompted several witnesses to come forward to.

But she changed her mind Friday after viewing surveillance video obtained by the San Francisco Chronicle, The video shows the police cruisers arriving 
on the scene and provides audio of the gunfire, which began just 30 seconds after the officers exited their cars. 


‘The footage did not show the shooting itself, but it was enough to convince Patrick that she had witnessed the incident in its entirety. 
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Patrick said that she was sitting at one of four windows in her apartment when she heard someone shout, “Get on the ground.” She ran to the next 
window and saw Gongora. 


“He was on the ground, crouched with his head between his knees,” she said. 


She saw two police officers standing about 20 or 30 feet from Gongora, one carrying what looked like a rifle and the other with his hand at his belt. She 
heard two shots fired from the rifle ~ a less-lethal weapon that fires beanbag pellets - and then “live ammunition” being fired concurrently with 
additional beanbag rounds. 


Patrick said she could differentiate the different types of ammunition because of her experience working as a film-maker in the West Bank. 


“He didn’t get up until they were shooting,” she said. “I would by no stretch of the imagination say that he was charging them. His body was recoiling 
from bullets.” 


Patrick said that the police officers were moving “parallel” to the street, toward Gongora, but that once he stood up, he was moving “perpendicular” - 
as if to cross the street - until he fell. “It was after he was shot several times that the knife kind of fell from his body. I don’t know if it came from his 
hand or his pocket, but he was never like this to somebody,” Smith said, miming holding a knife up as if to threaten someone. 


She added: “It’s like they came out shooting. It’s complete bullshit what’s happening. There’s no way that somebody deserved to lose their life.” 


Patrick’s account of the shooting fills in key details that are missing from the surveillance video, which does not show the police officers while they 
were shooting or any view of Gongora. 


Italso corresponds with the account of another neighbor who said that he saw the entire incident from his kitchen window, also across the street. 

“I watched the whole thing, It was absolutely fucking terrible,” said the neighbor, who asked to remain anonymous out of fear of police retaliation. “I 
was at the kitchen window and it all started. They shot him with the bean bag, and he turned to block the shots and gestured, like, ‘What the fuck?’ 
And that’s when they shot him,” 


The neighbor added: “He was not really threatening. He wasn’t running at them with a knife or anything like that. They just jumped right out and 20 
seconds later he was dead.” 


Last rites 
On Friday moming, Gongora’s friend, Stephanie Grant, sat in the large blue tent steps from where Luis Gongora’s blood is still visible on the sidewalk. 


She was exhausted, She too is pregnant, due to give birth on 1 June, and the events of the previous day - witnessing her friend's killing, recounting the 
tale to police and journalists ~ had been overwhelming. 


But Grant is determined to tracked Gongora’s family members so that his body can be released from the morgue. 


‘The rituals we use to mark the end of a life seemed far out of reach for Gongora’s friends. The people who knew him best have no legal right to claim his 
body, Even if they could, they have no money to pay for his burial. 


A priest from the neighborhood has offered to set up a fundraiser, and Grant said she hopes that will make the difference. 


“People won't give money to us because they'll think we'll just steal it,” she said. “We're not like that. It would mean a lot to me if he had a proper 
memorial.”

“Anytime this kind of thing happens, it’s no less tragic,” Suhr said. 

City investigates shooting. 

Mayor Ed Lee said Thursday that he is calling for an independent investigation into the shooting from the Office of 


Citizen Complaints, while the district attorney's office conducts its own investigation. The officers have been placed on 
paid administrative leave while the incident is investigated, in keeping with standard protocol. 


“We are all striving to make sure officer-involved shootings are rare and only occur as a last resort,” Lee said in a 
statement. “And, while we don’t know all the facts of this morning's officer-involved shooting, we do know that 
Homeless Outreach workers providing services to homeless people in the area called the police for help after 
encountering a person armed with a knife.”

Visor said the man was sitting by a wall when police shot him with beanbag rounds. 
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“He didn’t charge the officers,” Visor said. “He was going in circles. He didn't understand what they were saying. They 
just shot him, They just shot him.” 


Visor said the man carried a knife for safety but that he didn’t have it out when police arrived. 
“Everyone carries something for safety,” Grant added. 

It was the second time in recent months that violence ensued after law enforcement officers confronted a homeless 
man with a knife in San Francisco. On Feb. 2, Noel Corpuz allegedly stabbed California Highway Patrol Officer Andre 


Sirenko in the neck, leaving him severely injured during a run-in near the Essex Street on-ramp to Interstate 80. 
Corpuz was later arrested in the city’s South of Market neighborhood, still armed with a large kitchen knife, police said. 


Visor said the man killed Thursday was friendly and often collected cans and kicked a soccer ball around the area. 
Neighbors told police the man had been living on the streets in the area for several months.

Streets were shut down into the afternoon while investigators processed the scene. 


Thursday's shooting comes amid contentious discussions between city officials and the police union on proposed 
reforms to the department's use-of-force policy in the wake of Woods’ killing. 


‘That shooting was captured on video and showed Woods shuffling along a wall with his arms at his sides when five 
officers opened fire, hitting him with as many as 15 rounds. The killing sparked outrage from some community 
members and police watchdog groups and prompted a unanimous vote from the San Francisco Board of Supervisors to 
create a Mario Woods Remembrance Day. 


In February, Suhr and Lee proposed a shift in use-of-force tactics, particularly for when officers encounter suspects 
with edged weapons, The reforms are designed to reduce police killings and rebuild community trust. 


“Reforms will ensure officers have the training and equipment necessary to protect our communities, keep our city safe 
and protect the safety of our officers,” Lee said Thursday. 


Seeking reforms 


When announcing the proposed new policies in February, Suhr stressed the need for officers to create more time and 
space when engaging suspects with knives. 


‘The San Francisco police union, however, has blasted the efforts, saying some of the policies may endanger officers, () 
Many in the rank and file have agreed to some of the proposed changes, including crisis-intervention training for all 


officers, and equipping them with stun guns. 


“This tragedy might have been prevented if our officers were equipped with Tasers, which the Police Commission has 
repeatedly blocked,” said Martin Halloran, president of the San Francisco Police Officers Association. 


Halloran said one of the officers involved in the shooting had completed crisis intervention training and tried to 
verbally de-escalate the situation. 


“Based on the preliminary facts that we've learned so far, it appears that the officers acted appropriately,” he said. 
A group of nearly 100 protesters marched around the Mission on Thursday night, beginning at Buena Vista Horace 
Mann school. They marched to the site of the shooting and then to the Mission police station, said Brother Damian of 
the Society of St. Francis in San Francisco. 

Brother Damian, who regularly works with the homeless population, said someone “in my congregation died.” 

“We have to speak truth, we have to speak love, and that always means justice,” he said,

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‘Two San Francisco police officers who killed a homeless man they say charged at them with a knife in the Mission 
District advanced on the man quickly, firing four beanbags and then seven bullets at him within 30 seconds of 
stepping out of their patrol vehicles, video footage of the incident shows. 


‘The surveillance video, provided anonymously to The Chronicle, provides a clear picture of some aspects of the 
encounter that unfolded just after 10 a.m. Thursday on the 400 block of Shotwell Street, but does not show what the 


man — identified Friday by the city medical examiner as 45-year-old Luis Gongora — was doing at the moment police 


opened fire. Gongora was just outside the camera's frame. 


Still, some community leaders who viewed the video were dismayed by what it showed, saying it appeared the officers 
made little to no effort to use the de-escalation and crisis-intervention tactics that have been hotly discussed in the 
months after the department's last officer-involved shooting in December. 


“From the video, it appears that the officer came at the situation guns blazing,” said Jennifer Friedenbach, executive 
director of the city’s Coalition on Homelessness. “Basic principles of de-escalation were not followed. The officer did 
not create ‘time and distance.’ No verbal de-escalation was conducted at all.” 

While the video does not show the shooting itself, police officials said at a news conference Friday that witnesses to the 
killing have described Gongora lunging at the officers before they fired, contradicting three witnesses who provided 
accounts to The Chronicle and said Gongora had not directly threatened the officers. 


Contradictory accounts

‘The officers involved in the shooting, whose names have not been 


released, were being interviewed Friday as police searched for 


additional witnesses and video, he said. 


The incident began when city homeless outreach workers — who had responded to a report of a disturbance in a 
homeless encampment — called 911 to say a man was waving a large kitchen knife. Officers arrived minutes later. 


Police Chief Greg Suhr said officers, under a department strategy for trying to subdue subjects with knives, first fired 
beanbag rounds, but that they were not immediately effective. Gongora challenged police with the knife, the chief said, 
prompting two officers to fire seven bullets. The wounded man was rushed to San Francisco General Hospital, where he 
died after going into surgery. 


Some witnesses at the scene, however, contradicted the police account. They said Gongora spoke only Spanish, never 
challenged officers and probably didn’t understand what they were saying before he was shot. The witnesses said there 
was no one else near Gongora when the officers approached him. 


“He didn't charge the officers,” said John Visor, 33, who was living in a tent on Shotwell Street and said he was roughly 
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10 feet from Gongora when police arrived, “He was going in 
- circles, He didn’t understand what they were saying. They 
(a) just shot him. They just shot him.” 


‘Get on the ground!’ 


Visor said Gongora carried a knife for safety, but that he didn’t have it out when police arrived. He said Gongora was 


friendly and_often collected cans and kicked a soccer ball around the area. Neighbors told police the man had been 
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‘The footage obtained by The Chronicle, taken by a camera on the side of a building, shows three marked patrol cars 
pulling slowly up to the 400 block of Shotwell Street between 18th and 19th streets and parking in the middle of the 
roadway. Three officers, all of them men, emerge from the police cruisers. The driver of the car in front gets out with a 
beanbag shotgun and walks to his left to the sidewalk. 


Within 10 seconds of getting out of his car, the officer points the gun at someone out of the frame and shouts, “Get on 
the ground! Stay on the ground!” The officer is moving forward, and a second officer joins him at his side. A few 
seconds later the officer with the beanbag gun again shouts, “Get on the ground.” 


Moments later, both officers appear to shout at the man, commanding, “Put that down” and “Put it down.” The officers 
continue to advance and move out of the frame. Two more seconds pass before the first beanbag blast, which is 
followed by three more in short succession. The officer with the weapon can be heard pumping it to ready it for the 
next shot. The officers can be heard shouting more orders at the man. 


Moments later — within 0 seconds after the first officer got out of his car — a burst of seven gunshots is heard. The 
€& two officers are still out of frame when the gunshots begin, but then can be seen retreating back into the frame as they 
fire the final shots. 


A third officer is then heard reporting “Shots fired” over his radio as witnesses on the street cry out in shock and a 
woman on the opposite sidewalk bursts into a sprint away from the scene. 


December killing 


It was the first deadly police shooting in San Francisco since the Dec, 2 killing of Mario Woods, a 26-year-old stabbing 
suspect who police say had a knife in his hands when several officers opened fire, hitting him with as many as 15 rounds 
in the Bayview neighborhood. 


Woods was also struck with beanbag rounds before officers resorted to their pistols. In that case, officers said they fired 
in self-defense, but video footage showed Woods was shot as he shuffled slowly along a wall, without appearing to 
directly threaten officers. The killing is under investigation. 


After Woods’ death, the city Police Commission began working on revisions to the department's use-of-force policy, 
with Suhr submitting a draft proposal putting more of an emphasis on communication, de-escalation, proportionality of 
response and the “sanctity and preservation of all human life.” Thursday's shooting was disappointing to many who 
have been following the reform talks. 


“All this conversation we've had since Mario Woods, has that all been for naught?" said Micaela Davis, a staff attorney 
for the American Civil Liberties Union. “Have there been any meaningful changes made in the department? It appears 


e- 


Davis voiced a similar concern as Friedenbach, saying, “The speed of which the officers arrived on scene and the short 
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amount of time that lapsed from the time they got out of the car, approached the man and fired those shots shows that 
they did not leave any time for de-escalation tactics.” 


But Ed Obayashi, a sheriff's deputy in Inyo County and use-of-force expert, noted that the video does not show what the @ 
officers saw. There may have not been time for de-escalation, he said, if Gongora posed a serious threat to the officers. 


“These situations can escalate in a nanosecond,” Obayashi said. “There's no time to deliberate and the officers react 
based on their training and experience.” 


Independent inquiry 


Mayor Ed Lee called for an independent investigation into the shooting by the civilian Office of Citizen Complaints, 
while police and the district attorney's office conduct their own probes. The officers have been placed on paid leave, in 
keeping with department protocol. 


“We are all striving to make sure officer-involved shootings are rare and only occur as a last resort,” Lee said in a 


statement.

© Commentary: We preface this section by reminding readers that the officers 
involved in a fatal shooting are suspects in a homicide investigation. The SFPD 
homicide investigation unit investigates these officers. The version that SFPD

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provides to the public is a biased narrative born of the SFPD's investigation of its 
own officers.

Witness statements selectively posted by SFPD 


‘SFPD selectively posted quotes from witnesses on a board (see below). 
Queried by Adriana Camarena from Justice for Alex Nieto, Chief Suhr 
confirmed that those ten quotes belonged each to ten different witnesses, 
which included the two SF HOT Team members, However, on closer 
post-Town Hall meeting inspection, we noticed that two quotes are the 
same. Chief Suhr did not commit to publish the full witness statements, 
though it was requested for the sake of transparency. The names of 


witnesses were not attached to any of the following statements. 
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Mop of Shotwell Street provided as a display at Town Hall meeting, No clear markings ore 
provided of shooting site, nor where officers were positiened. 


We believe SFPD is involved in a cover-up... 


Commentary: SFPD's narrative of a shooting is structured to meet the legal 
standard of the SFPD General Order by which officers can use their firearms. In 
summary, the SFPD General Order allows them to use their weapons if they 
identify a risk of seriously bodily injury or death to themselves or another. SFPD 
fends off the possibility of criminal charges by the District Attomey against the 
officers involved or a civil lawsuit by family against these officers that the City 
Attorney must defend by giving a narrative that meets the requiremetns of the 
SFPD General Order. We believe SFPD’s investigation of officer involved 
shootings cover-up any facts that may show that officers acted illegally. In 
theory, the District Attorney is also investigating the shooting, but because the 
DA. and SFPD have a daily cooperative relationship, the D.A.’s investigation is 
also unreliable, because of serious concerns of bias in favor of SFPD. The terms 
of the law combined with the lack of independent investigations is one of the 
main reasons why cases against police fail. 


Eight eye witnesses contradict the police narrative

allegedly from ten witnesses (which doesn't even add up numerically 
because one statement on the board is repeated), there are EIGHT eye 
witnesses that contradict the officer testimony as narrated to us by SFPD:

A key witness to the police shooting of a homeless man in San Francisco on Thursday has come forward to say that the man was “relaxed”, “isolated”, 
and not “posing a threat to anyone” before two police officers opened fire. 


Pepin can be seen in a surveillance video that captures a partial view of the shooting. The footage, obtained by the San Francisco Chronicle, shows a 
woman walking on the sidewalk across the street from where two police officers approached and shot Gongora. As the gunfire erupted, the woman 
ducked and ran down the sidewalk, away from the shooting. 


“He was sitting on the ground, his back against the wall,” Pepin said about Gongora, “He seemed to be holding something in his left hand, but I didn’t 
see a knife He didn’t seem aggressive, He seemed kind of lost and confused. 


“His head was against the building, sitting down, and his knees were bent, like in a relaxed manner,” she added. 


Pepin said that the officers were approximately seven to 10 meters from Gongora, and that no one else was close to him: “He was pretty much isolated. 
He was alone.” 


She said she then saw an officer aim a “big black and orange” gun at Gongora, and heard the officer tell Gongora to stay on the ground. 


“Iwas shocked by this because it seemed to me that the person was harmless,” Pepin said. “The officers started shooting, and I thought, “This must 
not be real ammunition,’ I thought, ‘because why would they do that?” 


Pepin started to run away, and her view was blocked by a parked car, so she did not see what happened next.

Pepin is the sixth witness to tell the Guardian that Gongora was not posing a threat. 


The parade of eyewitness accounts - and the release of the surveillance video - appears to have prompted an unusually aggressive public relations 
effort by the embattled police department. 


Ata press conference on Friday, police commander Greg McEachern released information about four witness statements, all of which he said supported 
the idea that “as the officers contacted the individual, he moved forward to them with a knife in hand”. 


But McEachern acknowledged that he was releasing just a selection of more than 10 witness statements the department has gathered, and that the 
department had not completed its interviews with the officers involved. 


According to the commander, one witness saw Gongora “lunge at the officers”. A second said Gongora had been “flailing his hands with the knife as he 
ran toward the officers”. A third said “the knife was raised up as he ran toward the officers”. 


‘The fourth witness McEachern cited was John Visor, a friend of Gongora’s who lived in the same homeless encampment in the Mission District and was 
the first to challenge the police narrative. 


‘The commander said Visor told police that he “saw the suspect's knife appear on the sidewalk”. But McEachern noted that Visor did not give police the 
same details he later gave reporters. 


On Thursday, Visor told reporters: “He didn’t charge at the officers. He was going in circles because he didn’t understand what they said. He had a knife 
on him but he didn’t have it out, He had it on his hip, and when he hit the ground, that’s when it fell out.” 


Stephanie Grant, another witness and Visor’s partner, agreed with his account, adding: “They didn’t wait for anything. It all happened so fast.”

In the video, the officer raises the shotgun within 10 seconds of exiting his car and aims it out of 
frame toward where Gongora was reportedly situated. Walking on the sidewalk toward Gongora, 
the officer yells “Get on the ground,” and then “Stay on the ground,” while advancing. A second 
officer, who exited the car behind him, joins him at his side. 


The two officers shout “Get on the ground” and “Put that down” as they move toward the man and 
out of frame. The first bean-bag shot happens out of frame and is followed quickly by three more, 
before seven handgun shots are heard. 


Almost all officers are out of the frame except during the final shots, when the first two officers 
come back into frame. The officer with the bean-bag gun can be seen firing two shots from his 
pistol.

The Coalition on Homelessness issued a statement with concerns about the shooting on Friday, 
among them the fact that all commands were issued in English.

| Inthe statement, the Coalition called for changes to police use-of-force policies, including 
language requiring “minimal” instead of “reasonable” force. 


“We should not settle for the lowest possible bar: While valuing officer safety, we must also 
embrace sanctity of civilian life,” the Coalition’s statement read. 


The statement also called for mandatory de-escalation in encounters with civilians, 
implementation of a crisis intervention team, no implementation of Tasers, and the collection of 
data on use of force. 


Mayor Ed Lee has called for an Office of Citizen Complaints investigation into the incident.

Guevara said Gongora was not swinging it but was stabbing a nearby tree with it. Other 
residents had received warnings of a sweep of the encampment, Guevara said, and Gongora may 
have been upset that he was being forced to leave. 


Guevara is the eighth witness to challenge the police department's narrative that Gongora had 
threatened officers before being shot at seven times. He is also the only witness quoted in the 
press to mention Gongora using the knife before the shooting. 
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The morning of Gongora’s death, residents of the encampment had just received word they would 
have to move, Guevara said. 


“They were going from tent to tent starting from 18th Street up to 19th Street,” said Guevara, 
referring to members of the outreach team. “Luis’s tent was the fourth or fifth, he didn’t receive a 
warning yet but he knew that he would get one too.” 


Guevara said that he saw Gongora exit his tent and stab a nearby tree with his knife “a bunch of 
times.” 


“(They were] giving warnings to the first two or three houses. He was the fourth or fifth house,” 
said Guevara. “He felt he would get a warning and probably took his frustration out on the tree.” 


All trees in the area have significant scratches, old and new. 


Guevara said that he saw Gongora with the knife but didn’t approach him. “I didn’t ask what was 
going on. Even if that’s your brother you don’t ask.” 


“T knew Luis as a neighbor. We knew each other but we don’t know each other [well],” continued 
Guevara, adding that in the two months that he lived on the block of 19th and Shotwell streets he 
never perceived Gongora as a threat. Guevara said that he saw Gongora “playing soccer” shortly 
before he was killed. 


“The only bad thing he did that day was grab the knife when he left his tent,” said Guevara, who 
said he witnessed Gongora “walk out onto the sidewalk” and sit “by the garage” of a PG&E 
building on Shotwell Street. 


Gongora was confronted on that spot by police officers, according to other witnesses, who said 
Gongora would frequently rest there after playing soccer on the block. 


“He sat down. The knife was on the ground when the police came,” said Guevara. Guevera saw the 
officers shoot Gongora “with rubber bullets” — possibly a reference to the bean bag rounds an 
officer used before the second officer fired his handgun. Guevara said that he did not see Gongora 
lunge at officers. 


Guevara, a former carpenter, said he became homeless around Thanksgiving. After losing his job, 
Guevara said he “started to do drugs.” He was asked to testify by a lawyer who had come to the 
encampment after the shooting, but feared retaliation by the police, though he did talk to a 
reporter. 


“If I do say something and it’s the truth something is gonna happen to me,” said Guevara.

21-year-old Daniel Perez while folding a blanket and sorting his belongings into bags near 10 a.m.

When asked if a sweep of the area had been planned that day, Public Works spokesperson Mindy 
Linetzky said that she was unaware of “any special clean-ups planned for that area. Our folks clean 
up daily around the city as needed.”

[Unintelligible] at 
the Town Hall meeting, held the following week, so you mentioned 
you spoke, you talked with [inaudible]. 

Ea: Yeah. Sure. 

INV. WECHTER: So, I just wanted to ask you, talk to you 
a little bit about Luis, and maybe tell me about him so I can 
have a better understanding of what kind of person he was, how 
he was acting at the time leading up to the shooting. 


a. Sure. So, I've known Luis, I met him in 2003, 
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while I was working at the fF at | SS 


You know, I speak fluent Spanish and I moved out here from 
to go to college at NM and I kind of had a 
connection with the guys in the back of the house. I would 


always start talking to them in Spanish, and I was really 


were all Mayan Indians, and so I got very intrigued. 

So, we bonded, because I was able to speak Spanish, and 
then we kind of just hit it off. Me and him in the back, we used 
to get out of work at the same time, and I would take him for 
beers. We would sit down and talk about work or football, soccer 
particularly. And then, he’d talk a little about his home life, 
and I would talk about my current situation with school, and 
women, and so forth. So, you know, and then I just grew to like 
him quite a bit, and he was very honest and hospitable. He was 
just always so friendly with me. So, we just kind of grew a 
little bond, and I’d come [unintelligible] to talk to about 
things that I couldn’t really do with other people; I never felt 
that I was being judged in any way. And regardless of his socio- 
economic status was pretty low, but I was always treated with 
the utmost respect, and so I just felt so comfortable around 
him. I could be myself and didn’t have to worry about being 
judged. Right? 

So, as the years went on, I graduated college in i. So, 
from a we hung out periodically out at work. Sometimes 
I would go to his house, but then in ‘06-'07, I started working 
on the | sd and Otis, [unintelligible], which is Otis 
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Street, there is a storage location there behind the bars, and 
there’s a little alley there. So, he lived on Market and 
Valencia above So, then I just started to, because we 
were friends, then I started to really go to his house quite 
frequently. I mean, I would go there for lunch, dinner, when I'd 
get out of work. 

Typically, I would go, my normal day would, I would get 
done with work and I would just walk over there, because it was 
a block away. Right? So, it was a block away, I'd get my beer, 
I'd go upstairs, and I would hang out for usually two hours, 
until my girlfriend came and picked me up. And so, that was kind 
of my relationship with him for a long time, and then I moved 
from that job down the street to the on 16th, and 
the same thing, I would continue to go over there. When I didn’t 
have money, I would go over there to eat, because I know that 
they always would feed me. 

So, when I was going through the hard times and stuff, I 
was always able to go over there; any time. I think there was 
two brothers that lived in that apartment, him and his | si<@ 
and —e—eeeee lived in that apartment. 
And then there was usually a fifth guy, that changed 
periodically, but they were all from the same region. So, I just 
grew a bond with these guys, and we would always watch football. 

Luis was very hard-working. I mean, he would get up in the 
morning, he always went to his job. He was having, I don’t know 
which percentage of his income he sent home, but it was great. 
He only held onto what he needed, because he had three kids and 


a wife back in Mexico, and he was always on the phone with her 
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in the evenings. Like a very honest, hard-working, and just 
always so hospitable, and he was always happy, regardless of his 
situation. I never heard him complain about how poor, I need 
this, or more material things. I never had that feeling. He was 
satisfied with his socio-economic status. 

And so, we just grew more and more of a bond as the years 
went on. And then, I had moved down the street from 16th and 
Mission. I moved over to another job on 17th and Mission called 
(Spanish]. At that time, the same thing. I was going over to his 
house quite frequently. I would assist them—you know, I was also 
the white guy that can assist them with certain problems, 
whether it be taxes, or whether it be going to the hospital if 
you were sick. Anything that really needed, if they needed 
assistance somehow, I was always the guy to call for the 
apartment, and I would always help them out. I remember he had 
ruptured his appendix. I took him to General Hospital, sat there 
all night until the next morning when they took him, they took 
him into the hospital, and he was there for five days. That was 
probably the biggest incident where, as far as like hospital 
(unintelligible] . 

But we were drinking buddies and kind of like my pub, like 
that’s where I went every day, and that lasted for '07 until at 
least 2012. Then in 2012, he started hanging out with this girl, 
he started sleeping around. She started coming around too, the 
girl came around, so she would pop in and out. She was, I mean I 
didn’t care for her, you know? I would have to say, just to let 
you know, was a tweaker, would always tend to have 
methamphetamine on her. And he started to hang out with her for 
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about, I guess, until..well, he had lost his job at that time, 
before he met her, and he was trying to get work, but he was 
struggling, and then he was able to find work over on 
Fisherman's Wharf, but then I think he lost that job as well

People, when they do methamphetamines, of course they get 
(unintelligible], sleep-deprivation, all that stuff comes into 
play, and then you slowly lose your mind, and have 
hallucinations and everything else. 

But I don’t think his usage was that great to [deteriorate] 
his mind. I do know he did that shit for three years. I've seen 
people really lose it in a short, a way shorter amount of time 
after using it sort of excessive. So, do I think it was 
excessive? No. Do I think it played in maybe keeping him on the 
street? Well, maybe, but maybe he was just happy being on the 
street, and I think he just didn’t have, I think he was just 
happy finally, just living on the street.

INV. WECHTER: And for the record, you're also recording 
this?

INV. WECHTER: Okay. So, as I said when I talked to you 


on the phone, we're investigating the shooting that took place 
on Shotwell Street on April 7th, and I understand that you saw 
or heard some part of that. 

a= I did. 

INV. WECHTER: So, I'd like to start at the very 
beginning and tell me what you saw and heard. 

Ea: So, I don’t remember the exact time, but it was 
around ten in the morning. I left my house, I had been working 
at home for a bit. My office is not far from here, I walk to my 
office, it’s in the JJ building, across the [unintelligible] 
building on a. And I walked down the street, and I 
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remember as I was right around..I saw police. 

I hit the corner, as I always do. I'll get down to the 
corner of 19th and Shotwell, and that’s where I turn to head 
east towards my office. And I remember sort of seeing police 
cars, but not thinking that much of it initially, because 
there'd been..it was a homeless encampment here, and so sometimes 
the police were there, and I didn’t think much of it. I turned 
the corner and very shortly thereafter, I cannot, again, I did 
not count the seconds, because I was on my way to work. I heard 
several shots and you know, it’s funny, because I wouldn’t have 
known they were shots normally. Like I would have thought maybe 
they were firecrackers, except that just a few weeks before, I 
had been walking home in this neighborhood, about 10:30, 11:00 
at night with a friend, who’s a former Broncs defender, and 
there were shots fired that night, and I didn’t recognize them. 
He goes, “Those were bullets, those were gunshots.” I was like, 
“Uh, my God. Really?” So, now I knew what they sounded like. 
That's why I knew for sure that what I was hearing. There was 
another guy walking along. I don’t know who he was, and I turned 
to him and I said, “Those were gunshots.” And he looked at me, 
“Really? Maybe I shouldn’t take this block to work anymore.” I 
have no idea who he was. 

I looked, sort of back, and then I looked forward, and I 
saw there were, there’s a fire house down here, and I saw that 
the firemen started to walk towards that area. I thought, “Well, 
if they’re walking back, I'm going to walk back.” And when I got 
back there, I saw a man on the ground, who I recognized as one 
of the homeless people, because I had seen homeless people and I 
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recognized this particular guy. I saw him on the ground, and 
there was a cop giving him CPR. It didn’t look good, the guy 
looked, I looked at his face, he didn’t look good. 

I saw, there was a woman there from I think, the homeless 
outreach program, and I said, “What happened?” And she said the 
police shot him, he had a knife, and I stood there, kind of in 
shock. I think, just from my own perspective, I was slightly 
taken aback that they had fired with civilians like me so close. 
I mean, I had this moment of like, “Uh, my God.” Like I was 
within just a few seconds of being potentially right there, 
because when I looked down the street where the guy was lying, 
it was only, I don’t know, maybe 20 feet from where I had been 


walking. I don’t know much about guns though, but it made me 


nervous. 
INV. WECHTER: Uh-huh. 
| And then, people started to pour out onto the 


street from the building across the way, and it was just a very 
weird thing, and I watched. I did see a knife on the ground. I 
saw a large kitchen knife on the ground, on the sidewalk. And 
then, I waited with all these people, everybody was kind of 
milling about, and eventually, an ambulance came, and I watched 
as they took him away, but that’s mostly what I saw and heard. 

INV. WECHTER: So, you live on the west side of the 
street. Were you walking on the west side of Shotwell or the 
east side of Shotwell?

INV. WECHTER: Of Shotwell. 
a. I saw people pulling in this way, and I think 


they had just, they were starting to put up, you know.. 


INV. WECHTER: Tape? Yellow tape? 

[oe Tape, yeah. They were starting to put up yellow 
tape. 

INV. WECHTER: And for the record, you were pointing to 


the area just north of 19th Street, on the west side of 


Shotwell. 
me 
INV. WECHTER: But you think the outreach worker was on 


the east side of Shotwell? 


ie I think the first time I saw her, she was here, 
yes. 

INV. WECHTER: Close to you? 

a: And then, she was walking around. She was close 


to me over here, because I was, you know, I was doing the, “What 
happened? What happened?” I was like asking around, because 
people started to gather, and I was like, “What happened? What 
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happened?” And she said, she’s the one who said, “He pulled the 
knife on the cops and they shot him.” 

INV. WECHTER: Did she, do you recall that she used 
those words, “He pulled the knife on the cops?” 

cel Yes, she did use those words. 

INV. WECHTER: What else did she say? 


She gave me the impression that she had seen 


bo 

INV. WECHTER: Do you remember her saying anything else? 

ese= 27) No. No, I don’t. I think she may have said 
other things, but that’s what stuck in my mind about what she 
said. 

INV. WECHTER: And what made you think she was from the 
homeless outreach program? 

| She told me she was, and she was wearing 


something around her neck, a badge or something. 


INV. WECHTER: Like an ID card? 
a: Yeah. Yeah, some kind of ID card. 
INV. WECHTER: Do you remember anything about her mood 


or her manner? 

zz, She seemed a bit frantic and a bit a forceful, 
because police started coming out looking for witnesses, and she 
was kind of pushing her way towards the police. So, she was kind 
of being, she was sort of like, “Yeah, you know, I'm 
(unintelligible].” And they were sort of canvassing. They were, 
I guess, canvassing the crowd or something. 


INV. WECHTER: When you first rounded the corner. 


x Uh-huh? 
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INV. WECHTER: Did you see anyone else on the east side 
of Shotwell, north of 19th? Between you and where the man was 
lying on the sidewalk? 

|g No, no I didn’t. 

INV. WECHTER: And you said you saw a knife. What do you 
remember about where that was? 


I can tell you, because I have a picture. 


INV. WECHTER: You do? 

a: Yeah. Hang on. Let me get my phone, hold on. I 
think it’s in the other room. I'll be right back. (Temporarily 
leaves room.) So, I took pictures, but by the time I took 
pictures, I should just add-I did not take any pictures when I 
was standing here, because I was still in too much shock. It 
took me a while to think like, “Uh, maybe I want to take some 
pictures,” you know? And by then, I had moved over to where this 
crowd gathered here, and I wanted... 

INV. WECHTER: You pointed to the west sidewalk of 
Shotwell Street. 

Ea: Yeah. 

INV. WECHTER: Further north from the corner. 

a: Yep. And initially, he did, clearly there was a 
knife involved, because I saw the knife, but I did not, 
unfortunately, or fortunately, see the actual moment. Let me 


just pull my camera up here and find those pictures from that 


day. 

INV. WECHTER: It was April 7th, if you need to find it 
by date. 

aa: That’s helpful, yeah, April 7th. And here we 
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are, April 7th. Yeah. All right. Yeah, this is a whole bunch of 
pictures I took that morning. So, I guess..like you can’t see 


much in this one, but that’s when I first walked over. 


INV. WECHTER: Uh-huh. 

a: So, you can see they're back there with him. 
Yeah. 

INV. WECHTER: Okay. I can see. It looks like some 


emergency personnel and [unintelligible]. Okay. 

a. Yeah. Anyway, it was still a cop, see? It was 
all cops there. The emergency people hadn’t even arrived yet. 

INV. WECHTER: Uh-huh. 

|g When I first got there. So yeah, I walked back 
over, did that. I guess I did take pictures there, what do you 
know? And then, yeah. That’s when the police started to come and 
keep you from going any further. 

INV. WECHTER: Uh-huh. 

Ea: Because like I say, and then I moved over to 
the other side when they started to put up the police tape. You 
can sort of see, now they're all gathering. They all came. 
They’re putting him in. I just stood there. There is a picture, 
where is it? If I can find that picture of the knife, which I 
just found the other day again. Which I was like, “Uh, God. I 
forgot I took that picture.” Yeah. So, that’s the picture I have 
that actually shows the knife. 

INV. WECHTER: Okay. 

a: It doesn’t mean much, because I don’t think 
it’s in dispute that he had a knife. 


INV. WECHTER: Uh-huh. 
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|g But it was lying on the ground at that point. 
INV. WECHTER: And that’s the location where you saw it. 
So, it’s right near the north side of the curb cut. 


| Uh-huh. 


INV. WECHTER: Leading to the garage. 

Ea: Yeah. I mean, you’re welcome to any of these 
pictures. 

INV. WECHTER: Yeah, that would be great. 

a: I'm happy to share them with you. 

INV. WECHTER: Sure. 

Ea: I don't have any fears about doing that, you 


know, or, I mean if it’s helpful to all of you to figure out 
what actually happened. I don’t know how helpful it is, but I'm 
sure you've gotten many more details than me. But yeah, I mean 
that’s, that was later that night. 

INV. WECHTER: And did you see the knife as soon as you 
got to the corner? I mean, when did you first notice it? Let me 
ask you that. 

|g Probably around when I took that picture, which 
was, it was pretty early on that I noticed the knife. I mean, it 
wasn’t, because she had mentioned..it was after I'd heard from 
her there had been a knife involved. 

INV. WECHTER: When you said, took the picture, the 
photo that you took from the west side of 19th Street or the 
photo that you took from the east side of the corner? 

|g The photos I took from the west side. So, that 
photo probably has a time..I mean, this has all got..it’s a 
different day. So, that first photo was taken at 10:08. 
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INV. WECHTER: 10:08, let me just see if I can see that. 


That’s a small screen, I might not be able to see that. 


|g Yeah. If I send you copies, and you can look. 
INV. WECHTER: Yeah, if you can send them. 
Ea . This is, like I said, I'm trying to remember 


the details of that day, and of course, it’s hard to remember 
all of the details. But the photos don’t lie. So, you can see 
that I definitely was kind of there. I came back around and they 
were still, he had been shot, and they were standing over him. 

INV. WECHTER: Yeah. Well, especially the photos that 
you took from the west side of the street. 

Ea: Uh-huh? 

INV. WECHTER: If you could email those to me in the 
largest size possible? 

| dg So, in their original form; I'm happy to do 


that. You can just, you can do the advertisement: Taken on an 


iPhone 6. 

INV. WECHTER: I've got the iPhone 5. 

Ea: Yeah, you know how they have these 
advertisements now? Taken on an iPhone 6? 

INV. WECHTER: Uh-huh. 

a: Well, taken on an iPhone 6. 

INV. WECHTER: I should mention the phone. Everything in 


our investigation is confidential. 


oe 


INV. WECHTER: So, it goes nowhere but our file. 
a: Yeah. Well, that’s helpful in some way. 
INV. WECHTER: Yes, it definitely is helpful. 
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Ea: I mean I know at this point, I know there are 
contradictory accounts of what happened, and I can’t say that I, 
other than just having heard the shots, I saw the guy around 
there. You know, he was a familiar face. I mean I go down here 
all the time. 

INV. WECHTER: Uh-huh. Now, you mentioned that when you 
rounded the corner, you saw police officers, but there were no 
paramedics yet, on the scene. 

i. No. No. 

INV. WECHTER: Can you describe where you saw 
Mr. Gongora? 

a: When I arrived? When I first looked? 

INV. WECHTER: When you turned the corner, yes. 

a : And came back, you mean? 

INV. WECHTER: Yes. 

Ha: Yeah. I guess there. That’s where I saw him, I 
mean, they were over him. They were, I mean my first 
recollection was, and I think you can see them back there. They 
were leaning over him, there he is. You know? So, they are kind 
of leaning. That’s what I remember seeing. I remember seeing the 


police leaning over him. 


INV. WECHTER: Uh-huh. 

a: And pumping his chest. 

INV. WECHTER: Okay. 

a: Or one officer, it was a police officer leaning 


over him and pumping his chest. 
INV. WECHTER: And that was the first time you saw the 
police officers with him after you rounded the corner? 
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Ea: Yeah, that’s right. 


INV. WECHTER: Do you remember how many officers were 
there at that point? 

(=== No, I don’t remember how many officers were 
there. It’s hard for me to remember. Just like the thing that is 
the most ingrained in my mind is seeing one officer in 
particular, leaning over him and pumping his chest. So, I don’t 
know when that started. 

INV. WECHTER: And could you see how he was positioned 
on the sidewalk? In terms of where he was, in relation to the 
building line, the curb, or any [unintelligible]? 

|g Let me think about this, because this, I really 
should. I mean, I remember his head being out towards the 
street. So, he was more like, you know, he was, his body was 
angling towards the street. That’s what I remember. 

INV. WECHTER: And did you see any officers between him 
and where you were at the corner? 

[ee No, just this, this was the straight line. This 
photo shows it. I mean, that’s what was there. There was just me 
taking this picture direct to them. 

INV. WECHTER: And other than the woman from the 
homeless outreach program, was there anyone else there you have 
the sense of actually seeing what happened? 

|g I walked over and there were other people 
gathered around there, and I'm just trying to think if any of 
them said to me that they had seen it. I just remember the 
homeless outreach woman. 


INV. WECHTER: And you mentioned in your description, 
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heavyset, 40s. What race was she? 

= She was white. 

INV. WECHTER: Anything else you remember? Her hair? 

Ha: It was longer. I have this feeling she was 
wearing it back in a ponytail. Fair, it was fair, light brown 
hair. 

INV. WECHTER: And was the first place you saw her, you 


pointed to the area near the telephone pole, over there? 


a. Yeah. 


INV. WECHTER: On the northeast corner? 

|g Yeah, uh-huh. Yeah, that was the first time I 
saw her. 

INV. WECHTER: And as you had, did you notice her as you 


were walking towards the corner? 

a: No, I did not. I don’t know where she came 
from. She sort of appeared out of nowhere a little bit. Like she 
didn’t come from down here or anything, she was back here. 

INV. WECHTER: And you mentioned that, you said the 
firefighters started to move towards the corner? 

a: Yeah. 

INV. WECHTER: Did they turn the corner before you or 
after you? 

a: I got there first. 

INV. WECHTER: Okay. 

a: I got there first. I mean, I just started to 
peek around the corner, because I wanted to see what was going 
on. 

INV. WECHTER: And you said you had recognized the man 
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on the sidewalk as one of the homeless people there. 

| sg Yeah. 

INV. WECHTER: Had you ever had any contact with him at 
all? Any interactions? 

|g I’d seen him around. I‘d just seen him. He had 
a soccer ball, sometimes he’d kick a soccer ball, and I remember 
seeing him kick soccer balls around the block. You know, just 
like, I mean, like the homeless encampment had been there for a 
while, and like anybody who lives in San Francisco, it’s 
depressing and uncomfortable to have homeless people living on 
the sidewalk, but I've never previously felt threatened by them. 

INV. WECHTER: And do you wear corrective lenses? 

ei No. I should say yes. I am near-sighted. I do 
have one contact in. I don’t have particularly bad vision. I 
have actually fairly good vision that’s getting better, because 
I'm near-sighted. So, as you get older, so I have a very slight 


correction in my eyes. 


INV. WECHTER: And were you wearing your contact lenses 
that day? 

Ea: Yes. Yes, I was. 

INV. WECHTER: Okay. And I ask this of everyone. Had you 


consumed any alcohol or any medications or drugs that day? 
Ea: If you consider two cups of coffee medication? 
INV. WECHTER: And did you have any health issues that 
might have been distracting like a headache or a stomachache? 
Ee No. 
INV. WECHTER: Or a cold? 


aa: No. Just the morning like, I was like, I’d been 
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working at home and I was just kind of rushing to get to the 
office because I had stuff to do that day. So, I was just 
thinking about work. 

INV. WECHTER: And since then, have you heard of anyone 
else in the area who saw anything? 

z= You probably already talked to aaa 
I'm sure. Yeah. So, she, I heard about her, and I actually had, 
I interviewed several homeless people. I took my mic out and 
just interviewed them and got their names. You probably talked 
to most of them, I'm guessing, but I did that just because, I 
don’t know what else to do, other than hold the mic up. So, I 
walked down and I started to talk to the homeless people and 
asked them what they had seen, and got their various accounts of 
what they had seen that day. 

INV. WECHTER: Had anyone told you that they had seen 
any part of the shooting? 

Ea: Uh, yeah. Uh, yeah. I talked to a couple, who 
most definitely said they saw. 

INV. WECHTER: Was that, were those individuals, who had 
been identified in the press accounts [unintelligible]? 

Iz I don’t know if all of them were. One of them 
was, one of them was a MM, who I think, has been 
identified. But there were a couple of other people I talked to. 


I don’t know if I've seen them identified in the press. 


INV. WECHTER: Uh-huh. And did they give you their 
names? 
|g Uh-huh, of course. 
INV. WECHTER: Okay.

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|g I always ask somebody’s name. 


INV. WECHTER: Sometimes, people want to remain 
anonymous. 

Hs : Yeah. I'm really good at getting people to 
talk. 

INV. WECHTER: I would assume so. Would you be willing 


to share any of that with us, or is that..? 
a: I don’t know if I can. I'm okay giving you 
these pictures, because I was not in any way, even thinking 


about working at that moment, and I made these pretty much 


public. 
INV. WECHTER: Right. 
a: So, I don’t mind giving you the pictures, but I 


think I'm uncomfortable. I'm happy to pull the names. 
INV. WECHTER: No. I understand the [unintelligible] of 


laws and [unintelligible] issues. 


a: Yeah, I'm happy to give you the names. 
INV. WECHTER: Okay. 
Ea: Of people that I talked to. I don’t have a 


problem giving you the names. They gave them to me and I can 
give you their names. 

INV. WECHTER: Do you know the names now? 

Ea: Not off the top of my head. I have to go back 


and pull it. 


INV. WECHTER: Okay. 

iz And I'm happy to. 

INV. WECHTER: Okay. 

a: To call you up and read you the names that I 
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had off of my audio. 

INV. WECHTER: Okay. Other than that, anyone else in the 
neighborhood who said anything about seeing it or knowing 
anything about it? Or even had any interactions with Mr. Gongora 


maybe sometime prior to this? 


a: No. I mean, I assume you've talked to the 
office workers who were across the way? 

INV. WECHTER: I can’t really be specific. 

za Yeah. 

INV. WECHTER: As to who I've talked to. 

Ha: Yeah. 

INV. WECHTER: I have the police report. 

a: Yeah. 

INV. WECHTER: (Unintelligible] is identified in the 


police report, and I have all the print media, the online media 
that I'm aware of. 

|g Yeah. Because most of those people..shoot. 
That‘s interesting, my camera died. Dead battery? Is that what 
we're looking at here? Yeah. I mean, I don’t, the people who I 
talked to, I mean, I talked to this Australian woman, and I 
don’t have her name. And then a couple of other people who 
worked in that building, none of whom, seemed to have actually 
seen it. All of whom heard the shots, but they didn’t see it. 
So, I wish I could be of more help to you on that front, but I 
think, you know, and I don’t know who that worker was. 

INV. WECHTER: Uh-huh. Or is there anyone who talked 
about having had any contact with Mr. Gongora prior? Earlier 


that day, or days prior, weeks prior? 
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Ea: Just the homeless people, who knew him, who I 
talked to about him. But yeah, only in my own context with him, 
I did recognize him. I mean, he didn’t..yeah. He was just one of 
these guys. I mean I recognize most of them who live down there 
regularly, I knew their faces. Because I would sometimes walk, 
sometimes I’d take that route and cut, I‘d cut over to 18th and 
there’s the Taco Shop, and I'll just cut up to where the 
Electronic Frontier Foundation actually used to be in that 
building. So, I would just cut up that way, on the other side of 
the street, and I’d see him sometimes. I mean, like I said, he 
seemed harmless enough to me. I'd never seen him do anything 


like brandishing a knife. I saw him brandishing a soccer ball. 


INV. WECHTER: Uh-huh. 
Ha: So, that’s about it. 
INV. WECHTER: Do you remember what he was wearing that 


day? Can you tell me anything about his clothing? 

a See, I remember his face being very [ruddy] 
that day, like he was on the ground, and his cheeks were 
flushed, and on the ground. I'm trying to remember if I can 
actually remember what he was wearing. It’s like his cheeks were 
flushed and I saw his hair. And I didn’t even know actually, I 
didn’t know that he was Latino, because I never talked to him, 
I'd only seen him. And I remember looking and thinking, 
(unintelligible], “Well, he’s not black. I can’t tell if he’s 
white or Hispanic,” and I remember looking, thinking, you know, 
that I couldn’t really tell. 

INV. WECHTER: Uh-huh.

of, I don’t know if it was flannel, but striped, like the 
checked-striped, that kind of...

|g Yeah. A shirt, like a buttoned-down shirt with 
a collar, and there was red in it. That’s what I seem to 
remember. I have no idea if that’s absolutely correct, but 


that’s what I remember. 


INV. WECHTER: Okay. 

|g Yeah. 

INV. WECHTER: Anything I haven’t asked you? 

SYDELL: I'm just trying to think if there’s anything 


else I remember from that day. Yeah. I don’t know who the other 
guy was who heard the gunshots that day. When I was walking, 
there was another person there, and I just, he didn’t give me 
his name, and I don’t know if he went back. I think he was more 
freaked out, and just went the other way. It’s possible. I don’t 
know if he walked back with me. 

INV. WECHTER: You didn't hear any shouting or yelling 
coming from around the corner, before the gunshots? 

a: It would be hard to hear. Like if people 
are..unless somebody was like screaming really loudly, you 
wouldn’t hear it. Like as you’re rounding that corner, you just, 
you wouldn’t. They would have had to been yelling pretty loudly. 

INV. WECHTER: And when you got to the corner, I’m sorry 
if I interrupted you. I asked you if there was anything else I 
hadn't asked you. Do you remember seeing any homeless people on 
that corner looking down? 
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= No. No, I don't remember that. I mean, it was 
as I, as you, no, I don’t actually remember, not on this side; I 
didn’t see anything. It’s just kind of like when you do 
something every day, it’s amazing how much you just overlook. So 
little I remember, other than having to happen to notice the cop 
cars, because then, when I heard the shots, I started to think 
about it. 

INV. WECHTER: I wonder if you remember him? There was a 
homeless man, who was in a tent on the north side of 19th. 

Cl Uh-huh. 

INV. WECHTER: Slightly east of Shotwell, maybe two or 
three tents in. A Hispanic man about 50, maybe five, feet five 


inches tall. 


a - Uh-huh? 

INV. WECHTER: Do you remember seeing him? 

| So, you mean he was in the homeless group on 
the site? 

INV. WECHTER: Yes, that had moved out. 

|g Uh, yeah. 

INV. WECHTER: A week or so later.

were homeless people there, because there have always been 


homeless people there.

found that an officer did violate Department regulations or 
relevant laws.

INV. WECHTER: Or not sustained, meaning there’s 
insufficient evidence to determine that [improper] conduct, the 
action did occur, but it was within policy. 

Ea. Uh-huh. 

INV. WECHTER: Or either option, it was unfounded. 

a: Right . 
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INV. WECHTER: I'm [not] speaking generally, meaning it 

not happen. 
za Yeah. 

INV. WECHTER: And if we sustain an allegation, we send 
that on to the Chief of Police, who has the authority to 
discipline an officer for up to a ten-day suspension. 

a: Right . 

INV. WECHTER: Or the Police Commission, which can 
impose a greater discipline, up to and including termination. 
Which, we also have the power to make policy recommendations and 
changes to the Police Department policies and procedures. 

a: I see.

INCIDENT OVERVIEW: 


On 4/7/16, at approx. 0957 hours, SFPD Dispatch broadcast a call of a man 
waving a large kitchen knife on Shotwell Street between 17" and 18", Several SFPD 
Mission units responded to the call. Two of the responding units were 3D11A and 3D101 
—Officer Mike Mellone and Sgt. Nathaniel Steger. Upon their arrival, both officers were 
directed towards a male on Shotwell St. and 19* St. As the officers approached the 
male, they observed a male sat on the sidewalk holding a knife in his right hand. Officer 
Mellone deployed his ERIW rifle and began to give commands to the male. The subject 
initially complied with Mellone's commands and dropped the knife on the sidewalk, but 
suddenly picked up the knife. Mellone fired several rounds from the ERIW, striking the 
subject several times. The male then stood up and charged towards Steger. Fearing for 
Steger’s life, both Mellone and Steger discharged their weapons at the male. The subject 
fell to the ground still clutching the knife. Mellone broadcast a ‘shots fired’ call and asked 
requested an ambulance to the scene. A Crime scene was established and Sgt. Steger 
and Officer Mellone were escorted back to Mission Station pending arrival of 
investigating officers and associated personnel. Some witnesses to the shooting were 
escorted to Mission Station pending the arrival of Homicide Investigators. 
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SUMMARY OF OFFICER STATEMENTS: 


Officer Mike Mellone #4249 


Mellone stated that he had approx. 4 years of experience and was assigned to 
Mission Station. Mellone said he had approx. 9 years of prior Law Enforcement 
experience and was also CIT trained. Mellone said he was working that day an originally 
heard the call dispatched as a call of a person casing the area (852). Mellone said he 
then heard the call over the air of a person with a knife. The subject was described as a 
person wearing a red shirt and blue jeans, possibly mentally disturbed. Mellone said the 
call into 911 came from a HOT team (Homeless Outreach Team) member. Mellone said 
he arrived on scene on the 400 block of Shotwell St. He said he saw an unknown person 
waving their arms in the air pointing at the subject in question. Mellone said he saw a 
person matching the description holding a large knife. Mellone said he got out his ERIW 
rifle and began to give commands to the subject. Mellone said the subject was acting 
erratically. He initially complied with Mellone’s commands to drop the knife and put the 
knife on the ground. However, Mellone said that the subject suddenly picked up the 
knife. Mellone said he fired several ERIW rounds at the subject and believed he struck 
the subject four times in the area of the right arm. Mellone then said the subject 
immediately stood up and ran towards Sgt. Steger position. Fearing for Sgt. Steger’s life, 
Mellone said he transitioned to his Department issued handgun and fired four times at 
the subject. Mellone said the subject fell to the ground still holding the knife. Mellone 
broadcast shots fired and requested an ambulance to the scene. 


Sergeant Nathaniel Steger #2252 


Steger said he:had been employed with SFPD since June 1999, and had 
graduated from the Academy in January 2000. Steger is not CIT trained. Steger said he 
heard a ‘100’ (alarm) call over the radio, Steger then said that dispatch broadcast a call 
of a person with a knife wearing a red soccer jersey on Shotwell at 17" Street. Steger 
drove northbound on Shotwell Street, but was flagged down by members of a HOT. 
(Homeless Outreach Team) team member directing Steger to other way on Shotwell 
Street (north) at 19". Steger said he followed Officer Mellone southbound on Shotwell

Standing in the doorway was (B1 He was the only one in the doorway wearing a black shirt 
and blue jeans. | asked Gongora if was the person responsible for breaking his finger and he said, 
"Yes." Noh Canche's eyes were bloodshot and watery and his clothing and breath strongly smelled like an alcoholic 
beverage. [EES hands were in his pockets and he was rocking back and forth, attempting to keep his 
balance. 


| aske fo sit down at the dining room table because | did not want him to fall over due to his 
intoxication. sat down without incident. On top of the dining room table, | observed several tall cans of

Medic #52 told me Gongora's middle 
finger had some deformity to it and was possibly broken. He refused further treatment and transport. Officer Tweedy 
took pictures of Gongora's injury. | interviewed Gongora and asked him what happened and he told me the following 
in summary: 


At approximately 1700 hours, he returned home from work. Gongora told me when he walked into his house, he saw 
drinking beer. Gongora stated he did not know when started drinking but he appeared 

intoxicated upon arriving home. Gongora stated he started drinking as well. He estimated three beers within 1700- 
2100 hours (4hours). Gongora did not provide me with the size or total amount of alcoho] with his beer beverages. 
Gongora told me at 2100 hours, he was on the phone with his family in Mexico, when approached him 
stating, "You want to be on the phone, people are sleeping, its 2 o'clock in the morning. then left the 
toom and came back a short time later while Gongora was still on the phone with his fam became 
agitated and told Gongora he could not be on the phone. Gongora told me [J punched him with his closed 
tight fist in the face. Gongora told me he attempted to block the punch with his right hand and felt immediate pain to

The acoustic 
measurements of these impulsive sounds and the exact time that they were detected 
are transmitted to the Location Server as possible gunshot sounds. The Location Server 
analyses the data received and determines if the impulsive sound can be located and 
classified as gunfire. If the impulsive sound can be located and classified as gunfire it 
reports the incident to the SST Service Operations Center where a human operator 
reviews the incident for classification accuracy. The reviewed gunfire incident is then 
published to the customers user interface. The user interface, referred to as the Flex 
Alert Console, provides an actionable view of the incident with an emphasis on the time 
and location that the shooting occurred. Gunfire incidents are typically detected, 
located, reviewed, and published to the customer in less than 60 seconds. 


ShotSpotter detects and properly geo-locates (provides latitude and longitude) 80% of 
detectable outdoor incidents within the coverage area, accurate to within a circle whose 
radius is 25 meters. SST, Inc. does not guarantee 100% detection because real world, 
urban environments may contain intervening buildings, topography, foliage, periods of 
increased traffic or construction noise, and other urban acoustic noises that may either 
prevent the sound of a gunshot from being detected by the sensors(s), or may change or 
modify the audio characteristics of the sound of a gunshot so that it no longer matches 
the sensor(s) detection parameters. 


Other factors, such as obstructed or attenuated muzzle blast, weapon discharge in an 
enclosed space, or if the weapon discharged is of .22 or smaller caliber, may also prevent 
the sensor(s) from not detecting all, or some shots fired.

Table 1 — Timeline of Discharge of Shots: The following table shows the time of discharge 
for each of the rounds which comprise this shooting event. The times listed below are the 
time the system calculated the trigger was pulled based on the environmental conditions at 
the time of the event. These times precede the time at which the system notified the 
ShotSpotter Operator listed because of small radio, computational, and network delays. All 
times are obtained from system and sensor clocks that are synchronized to GPS time, 
which is in turn synchronized with the atomic clock at the National Institute of Standards and 
Technology in Boulder, CO, 


During analysis of the spool audio, three additional pulses were found on sensor 17 prior to 
those contained in the automatic alert. These three pulses, along with the first pulse in the 
automatic alert, were only recorded on sensor 17. ¢ 


Note that the system did not capture sufficient data to calculate the trigger time for shots 1- 
4. The times in red below represent the time the pulse arrived at sensor 17 for each of these 
four shots. The listed sensor arrival times for shots 1-4 are later than the actual trigger tines 
based on the speed of sound and the environmental conditions at the time of the event.

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Figure 4 - Individual Shots Fired The following image plots the location of each round fired 
in Google Earth. This image is created by post-processing the archived data. Post- 
processing is a “manual” re-evaluation of the archived data through software tools that 
duplicate the real-time location algorithms that are a resident part of the ShotSpotter 
Location Server. Post-processing can be selectively performed on subsets of the raw data 
so that noises from different sources can be isolated for analysis. The locations calculated 
in post-processing are not identical to, but are typically within normal limits of what the 
ShotSpotter calculated in real-time. 


In the image below the red dots indicate the location of each of the rounds fired. The yellow 
circle indicates a 25m margin of error radius for gunshot incidents that occur within the 
boundaries of the coverage area depicted on page 1 and is present in the image for 
reference only. 


During analysis, it was determined that the automatically calculated location was Incorrect 
by approximately 20m to the West due to ShotSpotter mismatching gunfire and echo 
pulses. 


After analysis, the location was corrected to 3235 18" St. (37.760835, -122.415958). 


Due to insufficient pulse data for shots 1-4, location analysis was only performed on shots

Multilateration: 


The firing of a gun or an explosive device creates a loud, impulsive sound that can, under 
optimum environmental conditions, be detected above urban background noise up to two 
miles away from the firing incident location. The operation of ShotSpotter is understandably 
subject to the laws of physics and acoustic propagation. 


The source of a pulse (a sound that goes bang, boom, or pop) is located using a 
mathematical process called multilateration. Multilateration requires a minimum of three 
sensors that surround the source to accurately report the time that a pulse is detected. 

Each participating sensor will detect that pulse at slightly different times. The Location 
Server calculates the time differences between pairs of sensors to generate a curve called a 
hyperbola. All of the resulting hyperbolae are then plotted onto a map. The spot where the 
hyperbolae intersect is where ShotSpotter locates the shot. When more than three sensors 
participate in the detection, Location Server performs automatic calculations to find a 
solution that minimizes the error to the greatest extent possible.

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Conclusion 


At 10:04:04 (10:04:04 AM) hours on April 7, 2016 ShotSpotter detected a Multiple Gunshot 
incident in San Francisco, CA. ShotSpotter recorded the incident as Flex ID #30436 and 
located it at 3251 18th St. 


After analysis, the location was corrected to 3235 18" St. (37.760835, -122.415958). 


After review, the locations and times of seven rounds fired were calculated, Additionally, the 
sensor arrival times of four rounds fired prior to the seven were noted. 


Acoustical data analysis of a gunfire incident is complex and not comprehensive. The 
conclusions above should be corroborated with other evidentiary sources such as 
recovered shell casings, and witness statements.

She wants to file a complaint as a citizen. She is horrified that the police did this and if they want 
the homeless out they need to find another way. 


The co-complainant stated she heard from other unknown witnesses the police had been there 
and slashed their tents with knives and kicked out a lot of the belongings and scared the residents 


and were verbally abusive to them.

Mellone, who fired 4 bean- 
bag (ERIW) shots and 7 bullets at Luis Gongora. She is also complaining about their actions 
from the time they arrived on the scene and approached Gongora, and about “their whole 
approach to Luis,” which ggg thinks may have violated SFPD policies or regulations. She 
thinks the officers escalated the situation. 


HEE (ed that the officers knew they were coming to deal with someone who was 
homeless and she assumed they had “some obligations in terms of interacting with this 
population.” She also thinks there is a policy that required the officers to “check in” with 
members of the HOT team before contacting Gongora.

DD Baltazar asked me to pull the CAD and to respond with him to the 
OIS scene. We arrived at the scene around 11:20 a.m. and were met by Lieutenant Waayland. Shortly 
thereafter, Lieutenant Yu from Homicide briefed me, DD Baltazar, Lieutenant Waayland, and Sergeants 
Crudo and Franco of IAD. Lieutenant Yu provided us with the following preliminary information: The 
Homeless Outreach Team (HOT) called for assistance in controlling a man with a large knife (chef's knife 
with a 10-12 inch blade). The responding officers fired multiple rounds of "Super Sock Bean Bags" from 
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an Extended Range Impact Weapon (ERIW). The man allegedly refused to drop the knife and charged at 
the officers, prompting officers to discharge their firearms. According to Lieutenant Yu, the man "is not 
doing well." Lieutenant Yu informed us that there were numerous encampments nearby and several 
people who witnessed or heard the commotion, including one witness from the man's own encampment. 
Deputy Director Baltazar and | observed at least four empty ERIW bean bags and casings. We 

noticed about four or five bullet casings. In addition, we saw the knife near shooting location. There was a 
large pool of blood at the shooting location. We noticed multiple video cameras mounted on buildings on 
the east side of Shotwell Street. Lieutenant Yu stated officers had already obtained the video footage. 


Note that according to a recent online news article, the man is now deceased.

homeless man turned away from the officers (still seated). [xy 
said the officer with the “pellet gun” then shot “pellets” at 
him. QB said that the man moved in a way that looked like he 
was trying to get away from the “pellets”. As the homeless man 
was getting up, the officer with the non-lethal rifle switched 
over to his handgun and shot him. 


Mim stated that she passed by the homeless man quite a bit and 
that he never seemed like a threat. [yg said that she did not 
see him get to his feet. (yg described the incident as, 
“really fast” and that the shooting officer was within 6 feet of 
the homeless man.

When ggg heard, the “light shots”, he stood up again and 
looked out the window. ggg said that he saw the homeless man get 
up, he was sitting up against the wall initially, and that he 
went towards the officer. ggg said that the homeless man had 
what looked like a knife in his hand. ggg said that he was not 
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sure what it was. After that, gg said that’s when he heard “the 
real shots”.

She could not 
recall what exactly was said. (yg said that she got up and saw 
two police officers. One was holding an orange long gun. (yy 
did not know what the other officer was holding. yg said one 
of the officers was yelling, “don’t move”. (yg said nothing 
was happening at the point so she sat back down at her desk. 
Mmmm seid that more was being said so she went back to the 
window. [J said there was some movement and then heard some 
shots. [§ said she immediately turned around when she heard 
the shots because she did not want to see what was happening. 
Mim said that she turned back around and looked out the window 
and saw a guy holding a knife. Qyggggg said that he was holding 
the knife up. [yg said that the homeless man ran towards a 
pole that was on the street. [yg said he kept running at one 
point and it seemed like the bullets didn’t effect him. (jy 
said the man eventually collapsed by the sidewalk.

vehicles and one appeared to have a pump shotgun with an orange 
plastic nozzle. (yg said that the officer with the shotgun 
began walking toward Luis with it pointed at him and began 
issuing him commands to get on the ground. (yg said the other 
officer was moving towards Luis as well. [yg said the 
officers were moving in tandem and were probably about 15 to 20 
feet apart. 


MMM stated that as they approached Luis, the officer with the 
shotgun began firing bean bag rounds at him. (yg said he was 
hit three to four times.

Summary of interview with Officer Michael Mellonne #4249 


Officer Mellone stated that he is a CIT certified officer and 
received his training in 2014 prior to this incident. In regards 
to the incident, Officer Mellonne stated that he was dispatched 
to a priority incident of a man wearing a red shirt and blue 
jeans acting erratic waving a knife. The call came in on 911. 
When Officer Mellonne arrived on scene, he saw an individual that 
matched the description. Officer Mellonne saw that had a very 
large knife. Officer Mellonne gave verbal commands to the 
individual to put the knife down. Officer Mellonne stated that 
the individual complied with the commands but then reacquired the 
knife and was behaving erratically. Officer Mellonne then 
deployed the ERIW and it had no effect on him. Officer Mellonne 
continued deploying the ERIW, with no effect, and the individual 
charged at Sergeant Steger while holding the knife. Officer 
Mellone believed that the individual was going to stab Sergeant 
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Steger so he transitioned from his ERIW to his pistol and fired 
three to four rounds. Officer Mellone coordinated having an 
ambulance come on scene. Officer Mellone stated that Sergeant 
Steger was the senior officer on scene and was providing lethal 
cover during the incident. Officer Mellonne stated that when 
they arrived on scene, Mr. Gongora was seated against the PG&E 
building on the sidewalk. Officer Mellone stated that Mr. 
Gongora was holding the blade, at this point, “up and out”. 
Officer Mellonne stated that he gave many verbal commands to Mr. 
Gongora such as “put it down”, “drop the knife”, “don’t touch 
that”. Officer Mellonne stated that commands were given in 
Spanish by an officer behind him. Officer Mellonne stated that 
he was 20 to 30 feet away from Mr. Gongora when he gave the 
verbal commands. Officer Mellonne described Mr. Gongora’s 
demeanor when he first encountered him as “altered”. Officer 
Mellone stated that when Mr. Gongora charged at Sergeant Steger, 
the knife was in his right hand and the edge point of the knife 
was pointed at Sergeant Steger. Officer Mellonne described Mr. 
Gonogora’s movement toward Sergeant Steger as a very fast run. 
Officer Mellonne stated that he was 10 feet away from Mr. Gongora 
when he fired his firearm. Officer Mellonne stated that Sergeant 
Steger fired first. Officer Mellonne stated that no pedestrians 
were in his field of fire when he fired his pistol. Officer 
Mellonne stated that when Mr. Gongora put down the knife, 
Sergeant Steger and himself moved in close to him. Officer 
Mellonne stated that he was involved in another use of force 
incident back in 2006 in Antioch. Officer Mellonne stated that 
he was pursuing a homicide suspect that was also involved ina 
home invasion robbery. The individual rammed a police officer 
and then ended up crashing his vehicle into a tree during a high 
speed pursuit. Officer Mellonne and his partner discharged their 
firearms after the individual reached for his gun. The 
individual lived and is currently serving time in prison. 


Conducted an interview with Sergeant Nathaniel Steger #2252 on 
February 26, 2018 at 10:02 a.m. 


Summary of interview with Sergeant Nathaniel Steger #2252 


At the time of this incident, Sergeant Steger was not CIT 
trained. Sergeant Steger used to teach conflict resolution 
training at the academy. Sergeant Steger stated that on the day 
of the incident, they were short staffed and he was handling 
calls for service. Sergeant Steger was responding to an alarm 
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call when he was preempted to a call regarding a man waving a 
knife. Sergeant Steger responded to the scene and provided back- 
up for Officer Mellonne. Sergeant Steger was heading northbound 
on Shotwell when a member of the San Francisco HOT team points 
out Mr. Gongora. Sergeant Steger and Officer Mellonne stop and 
exit their vehicles. Sergeant Steger sees Mr. Gongora who is 
sitting against the wall. Officer Mellonne took the building 
line and Sergeant Steger takes the curb and they triangulate on 
Mr. Gongora. Sergeant Steger stated that Officer Mellonne then 
gave commands to Mr. Gongora to drop the knife. Sergeant Steger 
noticed that Mr. Gongora was holding a 13 to 14 inch kitchen 
knife in his hand and then begins to put it on the ground. 
Officer Mellonne issued Mr. Gongora another command and Mr. 
Gongora then reacquired the knife. Sergeant Steger stated that 
at this point Officer Mellonne discharged the ERIW. Sergeant 
Steger stated that the round hit Mr. Gongora in the right arm. 
Sergeant Steger stated that Mr. Gongora then stood up and took a 
few steps and Officer Mellonne fired the ERIW at him again and 
then Mr. Gongora charged at Sergeant Steger. Sergeant Steger is 
in fear of his life. He is afraid that Mr. Gongora is trying to 
kill him. Sergeant Steger stated that Mr. Gongora had the knife 
out with his arm [the one holding the knife] cocked back. 
Sergeant Steger began backing up and fired his gun three to four 
times. Mr. Gongora then dropped to the ground and Sergeant 
Steger holstered his weapon. 


Sergeant Steger stated that Mr. Gongora’s legs were straight out 
when he was sitting against the wall of the PG&E building. 
Sergeant Steger stated he and Officer Mellonne did not discuss 
any tactics or procedures prior to their contact with Mr. 
Gongora. Sergeant Steger was not aware at the time if commands 
were given Spanish but knew after the fact tat Officer Perez 
attempted to give commands in Spanish. Sergeant Steger stated 
that they did not move closer when Mr. Gongora reaquired the 
knife. He said they were still about 30 feet away. Sergeant 
Steger stated that there really wasn’t any time to have Mr. 
Gongora create distance between himself and the knife since he 
reacquired the knife, which, in Sergeant Steger’s opinion showed 
his intent. Per Sergeant Steger, “he didn’t give us that 
option”. Sergeant Steger stated that Mr. Gongora sprinted 
towards him. Sergeant Steger stated that there were not any 
pedestrians in his line of fire when he shot. Sergeant Steger 
stated that Mr. Gongora was about eight to ten feet away from him 
when he opened fire. Sergeant Steger stated that Mr. Gongora’s 
body fell close to the curb.

Matter Expert] #1586 on April 20, 2018 - Part 1 


Summary of interview with Lieutenant Mario Molina #1586 


Lt. Molina stated that CIT team started with SFPD back in 2010 
but the first CIT class was back in 2011. SFPD designed their 
program based off of the program that was created by Memphis PD. 
The Memphis model was 40 hours and SFPD adopted that as well. 
The 40 hours consisted of training on mental health science and 
symptoms, PTSD, suicide by cop. They also incorporate six to 
eight hours on role-playing. Lt. Molina stated that he became 
involved with the CIT program back in 2014 when he was asked to 
head it by Assistant Chief Lyn Tomioka. Lt. Molina stated that 
prior to the CIT program, SFPD had a program called PCIT [Police 
Crisis Intervention Training] that lasted from 2002 to 2009. Lt. 
Molina’s understanding was that in 2010 there were two high 
profile shootings that happened and Chief Gascon stopped the 
program to reassess it. Lt. Molina stated that he assisted with 
developing some of the curriculum with the CIT program along with 
MP blic Defender - Chair for the Curriculum 
Committee], Community Engagement for NAMI], 
| 


Lt. Molina stated that when he took over the CIT program, it was 
a volunteer program. Officers were not mandated to go. Lt. 
Molina stated that the training now is four days long, 10 hours 
each day. Lt. Molina stated that anywhere from 20 to 30 officers 
take the course at one time. Lt. Molina stated that officers are 
provided handouts regarding the material they are being taught. 
Lt. Molina stated that officers don’t have homework with the 
program and are not given exams. Lt. Molina stated that when he 
took over the program, he felt they needed to improve the faculty 
(instructors) so he went to the Department and asked for a 
budget. Lt. Molina also stated that prior to 2016, the officers 
were not receiving role-playing scenarios involving individuals 
with weapons. Lt. Molina stated that SFPD’s mentality, back 
then, was the officers were already receiving training that 
addresses those situations so they felt there wasn’t a need for 
it to be taught in CIT training. Additionally, Lt. Molina stated 
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that they were also seeing officers responding to situations as a 
group but they were acting as individuals. Lt. Molina looked at 
a similar program Seattle PD was providing their officers and saw 
they were teaching officers to form a team where only one person 
talks to the person in crisis. After seeing that, Lt. Molina 
suggested SFPD incorporate that training into their program. Lt. 
Molina also suggested that they teach them more on the topic of 
de-escalation as well. Lt. Molina stated that these policies 
were adopted into the CIT program in December of 2016. Lt. 
Molina also stated that along with the revamping of the CIT 
program, the Academy also expanded their use of force training to 
10 hours. Lt. Molina reiterated that the CIT program prior to 
December 2016 was more of a informational course about mental 
health. After December of 2016, the program to incorporate real 
scenarios involving individuals with weapons. Lt. Molina also 
stated that the CIT training prior to 2016 was held three to four 
times a year. Now the training is held ten times a year. 


Conducted an interview with Lieutenant Mario Molina #1586 
[Subject Matter Expert] on May 16, 2018 - Part 2 


Summary of interview with Lt. Mario Molina #1586 - Part 2 


Lt. Molina stated that when it comes to an officer responding to 
a scene where a person is in crisis and there are other officers 
implementing de-escalation tactics, how that concept is being 
taught has changed quite a bit. Lt. Molina said that they were 
teaching it prior to 2016 but not nearly as much as they do now. 
Lt. Molina stated that if one officer has already established a 
line of communication with the individual and other officers 
arrive, the other officers act as the speaking officers eyes and 
ears and provide back-up. The CIT program, post 2016, also has 
officers identify themselves as CIT trained when they arrive on a 
scene, tell them if the individual has a weapon or not, have the 
ERIW with them, and have a supervisor respond. Lt. Molina stated 
that prior to 2016, the role-playing was done by all officers 
which he felt effected the training. In 2016, Lt. Molina began 
hiring a company of actors to help with the role plays. Lt. 
Molina stated that the new 5.01 DGO and CIT are “married 
together”. Lt. Molina stated that a lot of the same language was 
in both policies and there is a new emphasis on de-escalation. 
Lt. Molina noted that now officers are required to explain on 
their reports that de-escalation was attempted and if it wasn’t, 
why. He also mentioned that officers now have to fill out a form 
any time force is used. Lt. Molina stated that since the revised 
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CIT program was implemented, the use of force against officers 
has decreased. Lt. Molina also mentioned that the concept of 
tactical deployment, a CIT technique, is now being used more 
which was not done in the past. Lt. Molina also noted that the 
program now has better instructors and nationally recognized 
experts that teach specific topics which has helped the program. 


Lt. Molina stated that officers are now presented a role play 
scenario in CIT where they are dealing with a person with a 
baseball bat and they have to get the individual away from it. 
Lt. Molina stated that this scenario was not being taught prior 
to 2016. Lt. Molina stated that DGO 5.21, which was changed on 
December 21 2016, was not changed due to the Mario Woods 
shooting. He stated that the modification of this DGO was in the 
works before the Woods shooting. Lt. Molina stated that he 
assisted with drafting DGO 5.21.

DPA interviewed Subject Matter Witness Officer Kirk Bozin #814 


e Officer Bozin is the firearm instructor at the San Francisco Police Academy and 
teaches the use of the ERIW. 

SFPD has been teaching ERIW instruction at the academy since 2012 or 2013. 
Lateral transfers have to take the exact same training for the ERIW along with the 
new recruits. 

e He stated that the ERIW is used to gain compliance or take an individual into custody. 

e The ERIW course at the academy is a one day course that lasts eight hours. 

e The course is 4 hours of lecture and four hours of live fire/scenario based training. 

e The officers do two role playing scenarios, one involves an individual with a knife. 

e De-escalation techniques are discussed as part of training. 

e They review Department General Order 5.01 in the training but just the ERTW 
portion. 

e The optimal distance to deploy the ERIW is between five and twenty yards. They do 
discuss that there are situations where you can shoot the ERIW from less than the 
minimal range. They include being in a small room or an individual is approaching 
you faster than you can engage them. 

e Officers are taught that they must have a lethal cover officer when using the ERIW. 
They are taught to discuss who is going to be the lethal officer prior to responding. 

e Officers are instructed to aim at zone 2 (below the waist) on an individual because 
that is the safest place to shoot someone with it. They are taught that they may have 
to aim at zone | (above the waist) if zone 2 is unavailable. Officer Bozin gave 
situational examples such as an individual is standing behind a car, they are holding 
something in front of their body, or if they are seated. 
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e When firing at zone 1, officers are taught to avoid the head, face, neck, heart, and 
throat. 

e Officers are instructed to state, “verbal challenge, red light, red light, less lethal, less 
lethal, drop the weapon or I will shoot” prior to using the ERIW. 

e Officers are taught that there are exceptions to not using the verbal challenge such as 
there not being any time. 

e Officer Bozin stated that reassessing after every shot can be a matter of seconds. It’s 
taking your eyes of the sites of your weapon. 

e Officer are not taught to use the ERIW to knock an object out of an individual’s hand. 
“Tt would probably be a — it’s like shooting center mass. It’s the biggest target 
available so I could see shooting somebody in the arm but the intention of shooting 
them in the hand to knock their weapon out of their hand, I don’t think that would be 
— the average officer would be able to do that so we wouldn’t teach that” (p. 16 lines 
13 through 18). 

e When asked about giving the verbal challenge to a suspect who is seated, Officer 
Bozin stated, “If he’s seated and no- no ah, signs of getting up and approaching me, I 
would say yes, I would like to see them give commands”. (p. 22 lines 16 through 18).

GENERAL ORDER 09/21/05 


FIREARM DISCHARGE REVIEW BOARD 


This order outlines the functions and responsibilities of the Firearm! Discharge Review Board 
and delineates the procedures for reviewing, investigating, and reporting to the Police 
Commission, cases in which members discharge a firearm. 


I. POLICY 


A. DUTIES OF BOARD 


It is the policy of the San Francisco Police Department to review every instance in which 
a firearm is discharged whether or not such discharge results in an injury or death. The 
Firearm Discharge Review Board shall review every discharge of a firearm by a member. 


The purpose of this review process is to ensure that the department is continually 
reviewing its training, policy and procedures in light of the circumstances that lead to 
firearm discharges by members and to determine if the discharge was in policy. 


The San Francisco Police Department recognizes the public’s right to know about this 
department’s use of deadly force. It is the policy of the San Francisco Police Department 
to provide as much information as possible through this public reporting process while 


complying with applicable civil and criminal laws and preserving the integrity of ongoing 
investigations. 


B. DEFINITIONS 


© Officer-involved shooting. 


An officer’s discharge of a firearm that results in the physical injury or death of a 
person, even if it is an accidental discharge. 


© Officer-involved discharge. 
An officer’s discharge of a firearm that does not cause injury or death to a person. 


Shooting at, injuring, or killing animals also fall into this category, including an 
accidental discharge that does not cause injury. 


' For the purpose of this order, “firearm” is defined in conformance with California Penal Code Section 12001(b), 
excluding Extended Range Impact Weapons shall not be considered firearms within the meaning of this order.

4. The Firearm Discharge Review Board shall discuss the circumstances surrounding the 
shooting event and the response of the officer(s). Within 15 days of completion of the 
investigation referred to in paragraph I. D.1., the Firearm Discharge Review Board 
will submit to the Chief of Police, for his/her concurrence, a written summary of its 
findings on the officer-involved shooting. This summary shall indicate one of the 
following findings: 


In Policy - The actions of the officer in response to the circumstances leading to 
the discharge of his/her firearm were appropriate and consistent with 
department policy. 


Not in Policy - The discharge of the firearm was not appropriate under the 
circumstances and was not consistent with department policy. 


This finding shall be accompanied by a recommendation for 
discipline, or a referral to M.C.D. for further investigation. The 
Firearm Discharge Review Board shall assign a due date for cases 
found Not in Policy and referred back to MCD for further 
investigation. 


These findings, In Policy, Not in Policy, shall also include a review of applicable 
department policy, lack of department policy and recommendations for further policy 
adoptions. 


Further Investigation — Matter referred back to M.C.D. for further investigation or 
clarification, with a stated due date to the Review Board. 


The Chief shall review for concurrence and forward the Firearm Discharge Review 
Board’s written summary to the Police Commission, with a copy to the OCC 
Director, within 15 days of receipt. In the event of disagreement between 
Management Control and the Firearm Discharge Review Board, the Chief of Police 
shall make the final decision. This summary report with the Chief’s decision shall be 
a public record. No report that is made public shall disclose any information deemed 
confidential by law. 


The Director of the O.C.C. shall review the investigation and summary and 
recommend any further action (including an independent investigation) that the 
Director concludes is warranted. A summary of the O.C.C. Director’s 
recommendations shall be a public record.

At least once during each quarter of the year, the Firearm Discharge Review Board 
shall convene to review all Officer Involved Discharges investigated by the 
Commanding Officers of the members involved. The Firearms Discharge 

Review Board will meet on the 3 Tuesday of March, June, September and 
December to review Officer Involved Discharges that were not addressed in previous 
meetings during the respective quarter. 


The Firearm Discharge Review Board shall review the submitted reports and 
interview the involved investigators, as necessary. 


These discharges shall be reported to the Commission on a quarterly basis. A 
summary report will be provided at the 1 Police Commission meeting following the 
reporting quarter. Police Commissioners shall have complete access to reports. 


E. POLICE COMMISSION QUARTERLY REPORT 


The Chair of the Firearm Discharge Review Board shall prepare a quarterly report to the 
Police Commission, and a copy to the Director of the O.C.C., that contains a summary of 
each Officer-Involved Shooting and Officer-Involved Discharge, any disciplinary action 
or training recommended, and proposals for modifying department policy. This report 
shall be a public record. No report that is made public shall disclose any information 
deemed confidential by law.

Encampment on 19" Street 
Several people in an encampment on 19" Street stated they were present during the 


shooting. They were camped on Shotwell near Mr. Gongora’s tent during the shooting. 
Police had forced them to move their tents several times since the shooting. A man of 
Latin descent stated he witnessed the entire incident, but was afraid officers would find 
an excuse to shoot him if he cooperated with our investigation. He stated he would 
consider cooperating but needed time to evaluate his situation. A white woman spoke 
with us from inside a tent. She was present, but did not witness the shooting. She was 
aware HOT team members were meeting with a pregnant woman about prenatal services. 
She stated Mr. Gongora was not violent and spent spent a lot of time kicking his soccer 
ball around the 400 block of Shotwell. A young African American woman named 

stated she slept late the morning of the shooting and awoke to the sound of gunfire. 
stated she often spent time with Mr. Gongora, was not violent. stated Mr. Gongora 
spent most of his time collecting recycling and kicking his soccer ball around. || stated

I believe a sofa bed from Mr. Gongora’s 
encampment was among the property.

It is possible that the people who 
signed a group card were members of the encampment and possible witnesses. Perhaps 
they can be located at the Navigation Center. 


A memorial service attended by several media outlets took place at the shooting location 
shortly before the town hall meeting. 
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
